WASHINGTON, March 15.—There has 
been a revival this week of the gossip con- 
cerning Senator Hanna's candidacy for the 
presidency. It is stated that the senator 
already has enough delegates to oppose 
Roosevelt in 1904. 

The senator's recent activity in labor 
matters has been pointed out as an indica- 
tion of his desire for the nomination. Sen- 
ator Hanna himself says nothing publicly 
concerning these rumors. 

Privately he tells his friends that his 
knee is constantly getting worse and, even 
if he did have presidential aspirations, he 
doubts if his health would permit him to 
make a canvass. 

If McKinley had lived Senator Hanna 
would have entered the field as a candidate 
in 19%. He feels greatly complimented by 
the constant recurrence of his name at the 
t of the lists of possible candidates. 
‘Menator Hanna is growing rapidly as a 
ublic man. He has developed into one of 
he strongest debators in the Senate. 

The dispotsition of the Senate toward him 
has changed. When he came, the old sena- 
tors were inclined to resent his presence as 
that of a man who had no claims on the 

lace except those of a political boss. 
Hanne gritted his teeth and made his fight 
and he has today won the respect of all 
his coll ues. 

Senator Hanna has no particular enthues- 
jasm for President Roosevelt and his ad- 
ministration. His position is that of a man 
who is aeitting quiet and waiting for events 
to work themselves out. He has said sever- 
al times that he would like to see Roosevelt 
do well, and that he would help him when- 
ever he could. 

President Roosevelt is anxious about 
Hanna, and nearly every week has scme- 
thing printed in one of his personal organs 
to show that the best relations exist be- 
tween him and the senator. 

So far as 1904 is concerned, Hanna will be 
for Roosevelt if Roosevelt is the right man 
to nominate.

“By Gatling!’ is a favorite expression 
with the rotund ex-governor, and he always 
rumbles it out when he is very much in 


earnest. 

Ex-Gov. Hogg is not the first American 
tO uphold the dress of his country as Op- 
posed to the furbeloWs of European fashion. 

benjamin Franklin wore an 
at the French court and won greater popu- 
larity thereby than any man that ever rep- 
resented this country in France. 

Lx-Gov. Hogg is, however, the first man 
to strikes out for the especial dignity of 
American ‘‘pants.”’ 

Several weeks ago Mr. Hogg arrived in 
London for the purpose of engineering a 
$29,000,000 ofl syndicate to develop his oil 
fields, near Beaumont, Tex. 

A warm friendship has lenge existed be- 
tween the Texas politician and Ambassador 
Joseph Choate, who represents the United 
States. at the Court of St. James. 

Nature has endowed Mr. Choate with a 
courtiy figure and long experience as 
given him the chronic sentiments of a dip- 
lomat, Mr. Choate has no objection to 
knee breeches.

Under the statutes so long a time 
elapsed that he could not be prcese- 
cuted for fraudulently obtaining a pension, 
It was found, however, that-.a pensioner has 
to make a certain affidavit every quarter 
when pension» money is paid, and he was 
charged with making a false affidavit. He 
was arrested at his home by Deputy United 
States Marshal T. G. Brown and brought 
here for trial. 

The final outcome of the case will be 
awaited with interest. Weaver pleaded 
guilty to the charge, stating that he had 
served in both armies, and that he was 
drawing the pension for a wound received 
while serving the Confederacy. The case 
is unusual, and it is difficult to tell what 
will be done with him. It is, of course, a 
settled fact that he will receive no more 
pension money from Uncle Sam.

' The petition recited that the present rate of assessment fixed by the board is 
one-third of the property's total worth, or 33 1-3 per cent. 

The court, with all the members save Chief Justice Burgess present, took the 
application under consideration and, following an executive session which lasted 
about 30 minutes, handed down a decision, simply stating, ‘‘The writ ‘s dented.” 

Judge W. N. Robinson is the only member of the court who would consent 
to make even a partial explanation of the court's reasons for so doing. 


conchisions are drawn: 


1. That the petition for a writ of mandamus was referred to Judge William 
C. Marshall, who explatned its contents to the members of the court. 
A discussion participated in by Judges Gantt, Marshall and others followed, 
during which the decision was reached that the state board of equalization was an 
elective body acting under authority of the legislature, that it had made assess- 
ments as required by law and that no writ would apply against its members.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 12.—The 
decision of the Missouri Supreme Court de- 
nying the writ of mandamus sought by the 
taxpayers of St. Louis, to compel the State 
Board of Equalization to fix property val- 
ues as the law directs, has strengthened 
the determination of the board to continue 
to allow the great franchise-holding cor- 
porations to escape taxation on millions of 
dollars. 

The attitude of the board members would 
indicate that the Supreme Court's ruling 
was a logical expectation. 

Judge Rombauer has characterized the 


ruling as ‘‘unprecedented,” and says that 
by refusing to grant an alternative writ the 
court has reversed itself completely. 

A week before the petition was filed Ed- 
gar R. Rombauer, son of Judge Rombauer 
who acted in behalf of the St. Louis school 
board, met Sam B. Cook, secretary of state, 
Mr. Rombauer, on as asked whether Mr. 
Cook made a prediction to him at that 
time as to what the court would do with 
the writ, said: 

“Mr. Cook did say something to me on 
the subject. He told me that my fathel! 
was on the wrong track in presenting this 
writ; that it wouldn't be issued, because 
the court had as a matter of fact disposed 
of the question, or words to that effect.’’ 

Mr. Cook was asked by the Post-Dispatch 
regarding this conversation, and stated 
most emphatically that he did not recall 
having made any such remark to Judge 
Rombauer’s son. 


Said He Had 

An Informal] Ttalk. 

Mr. Cook did say, however, that he had 
talked over .property assessments, or the 
rules of the state board of equalization, 


with Judge James B. Gantt of the supreme 
court. 

‘It was only. an informal talk,”’ Mr. Cook 
said, ‘‘and took place some time ago.’ 

The Post-Dispatch interviewed all the 
members of the supreme court. Judicial 
etiquette or propriety is the barrier be- 
tween them and the public on this subject. 
Three of the judges declared that the Rom-

The equalization board will meet in April

Of the amount on which assessments 
wers levied last year the board decided 
that the franchise value of ail the cor- 
porations was $25,193,031. The physical val- 
uation was fixed at about $85,000,000. 

Judge Rombauer says that in 8t. Louls 
the property of public service corporations 
is worth $100,900,000. 

The state board levies an assessment of 
$26,000, 000. 

In consequence the municipal and school 
treasuries of St. Louis suffer a licss of 
over $200,000 in revenue every year. 


Gov. Dockery and 


Sam Cook Talk. 
Gov. A. M. Dockery Its the president of the 
Board of Equalization. In response to ques- 
tions put by the Post-Dispatch, he said: 

“IT won't cross a bridge until I come to 


it. I do not know what the State Board 
of Equalization will do or intends to do, 
nor can I say what my intentions are. 

‘The matter of assessing franchises Is a 

long way off. When it comes up I will be 
ready to act.

Court May Give

Judge James B. Gantt was seen at his 
residence, 110 McCarthy street.

BROOKLYN, N. Y., March 15.—All stu- 
dents of psychic phenomena are deeply in- 
terested in the most strange and weird ex- 
perience of Miss Ethel Fuller, the leading 
lady of the Gotham theater. Miss Fuller 
saw Mr. Greenwood die in St, Mary's Hos- 
pital, Brooklyn, while she played

day night In question. the tears rolled 
down her cheeks and when she finally

noted that Miss Fuller lay in the giare of 
the lime light where she had fallen; her 
face was ghastly pale and her eves | lar 
fearfully into vacancy. She was carried to 
her dressing room, where she was attended 
by her maid. 

“Mr. Greenwood is dead,’ were the first 
words she uttered when restored to con- 
sciousness. Mr. Greenwood had been tak- 
en ill on the Friday previous and re- 
moved to St. Mary's Hospital at noon on 
Saturday, having no relatives in Brook- 
lyn, his wife and three children livin 
in Toronto, Canada. It was not though 
that he was seriously ill at the time; in 
fact, ~his speedy recovery was looked for 
and repeated messages over the telephone 
during the evening reported that he was 
“doing nicely."”

“Mr. Greenwood and I were very dear 
friends, and his favorite seat when wit- 
one my By performance was in the right 
hand x. In the early part of the last 
act I saw Mr. Greenwood as plainly as 
I ever saw him, sitting in his favorite 
seat in the box, and from that moment I 
became hysterical. When I spoke the ay 
‘What ts d@ath to such a life ag this?’ it 
seemed that Mr. Greenwood faded awa 
from the box, and almost immediately 
seemed to see him on his cot in the ago- 
nies cf death At that moment I became 
unconscious and sank to the floor. I shall 
never forget the scene, so vividly was it 
impressed upon my mind, and I ¢an only 
realize it to be a vision of the soul of Mr. 
Greenwood passing to the great beyond.” 

Twice in her life Miss Fuller has had sim- 
ilar experiences. On one occasion her baby 
died while she was playing the part of 
Madame Vine in ‘“‘East Lynne.” In the 
ecene where, aS Madame Vine, she Was 
waiching her boy, Willie, die, kneeling be- 
cide the death bed, she saw her own child 
in the place of Willie, and when she came 
off.the stage a telegram was handed to her 
announcing the death of her own child. 
On snnother occasion she was awakened 
from her siccp in her hotel by the sensa- 
tion that swumeone was calling her. Look- 
ing out of the window she saw a gentle- 
man of whom she thought much about en- 
tering his section of the hotel. The next 
day she learned that he had not called to 
her, but in passing her window had 
stopped to look up. Later this same gen- 
tleman was falsely accused of something, 
and was able to prove an alibi from the 
fact that Mise Fuler had seen him enter- 
ing the hotel on th's same nicht when he 
was charged with being some miles away. 


AMERICAN CLUB IN LONDON. 


The Columbia Will Outshine British 
Organizations. 

LONDON, March 15.~—The report. that 
Americans will shortly have a London club 
equal in exclusiveness and permanence to 
any of the leading clubs In the United 
States !s confirmed. 

An influential Angio-American committee 

was formed this week for the purpose of 
arranging all the details and getting the or- 
ganization ready prior to the corenation of 
King Edward. 
Among the committeemen are Lords KiIn- 
tore, Suffield, Craven and Marcus SBeres- 
ford; Major-General Sir Reginald Pole- 
Carew,’ Anthony Drexel and Reginald D. 
Ward. Other prominent men, both British 
and American, are expected to join the or- 
gariging body in the near future. 

The club's rame will probably be the 
Columbia, and its quarters will be in a lar; 
buiiding now occupled by the Avondale 
Hotel, Piccadilly. near St. James street. 
The object is to afford Americans, who are 
now barred by their nationality from rev- 
eral leading London clubs, a social head- 
quarters in the British capital such as they 
have at home. Ladies will be allowed the 
rivilese of admission to certain rooms, 
neluding the dining room. When started 
this will be the most expensive club tn En- 
giand, the entrance fee, £50, being more 
than the fee asked by any Engtizh club. 

Any members of the leading American 
organization, such as the Union and Knick- 
erbockor clubs of New York, the Somerset 
Club of Boston and the Metropolitan Club 
of Washington, will be admitted. withont 
ballot, for temporary membership. To 
quote one of the founders of the ciwb. “It? 
will be a club de luxe, where Americine of 

ood social standing can feel as mych at 
Coane as they would at the Metrorolitan 
Club of New York, and yet have the ~~ 
ortunity of meeting the nicert peqple in 

ngland on equal terms.”

rupt practices has not been told. It is to be hoped that the grand- 
jury will see its way olear to disclose the height, depth, preadth 
and infamy of the corrupt conspiracies and combines from which 
St. Louis has suffered. It is to be hoped that all the facts will 
be made public and all the guilty brought to the bar of justice. 

The must then be fought out in the courts. It will not 
be an easy struggle. The people should understand in the be- 
ginning that there are powerful influences against the punish- 
ment of the guilty men and the disclosure of the facts of the 
boodle conspiracy. It is “a combination,’”’ as Mr.. Blair described 
it, “of wealth, influence and rascality.’” No stone will be left 
unturned and no wire unpulled to throttle prosecution and sup- 
press information. 

The St. Louis people should have a clear understanding of the 
situation, of what must be done and of the obstacles in the way. 

There must be a fearless and impartial prosecution of the 
cases in court, with the single purpose of punishing the guilty. 
Every safeguard must be thrown around the administration of 
justice and every legitimate power and influence directed to se- 
cure a fair trial of the accused men. 

The prosecution must never descend to persecution, nor should 
there be a tinge of personal or partisan prejudice in the effort 
to enforce the law. 

But the issue between decency and corruption, honesty and 
rascality, robbery and. business methods, corrupt government 
and clean government must be fought to a victorious finish or 
the purifying of St. Louts indefinitely postponed and the efforts 
to this end nullified. There is no honorable or safe compromise. 
The people of St. Louis will win or lose on the outcome of these 
cases. 

In view of the overshadowing importance of the issue it be- 
hooves the people of St. Louis—the press, pulpit and citizens of 
every walk of life who are opposed to corruption, to stand to- 
gether for. the enforcement of the law and for decency and 
honesty in the municipal government. 

No good citizen can afford to be a deadhead in this enterprise 
for New 8t. Lwuls. Every official concerned in the prosecution 
must be held to his duty and upheld m his efforts to do his 


duty.

NEW YORK, March 15.—There is in New 
York—and the like ts true of all great cities 
—that which calls itself par @xcellenee so- 
cfefy. It is made up of the Four Hundred, 
or, I think, some recent authority has been 
reducing it to One Hundred and Fifty: 
Whatever the number may be, I do not 
mean to say anything against the persons 
who constitute this interior organization in 
society. Many of them are noble, Intellectu- 
ally cultivated, charitable and generous. I 
have a word to say against them as individ- 


uals. 

But a society that is organized around 
the idea of wealth alone must of necessity 
ignoble and vulgar. 

here is nothing, in the highest and finest 
sense of the word, human merely fn the 
possession of wealth; and, if these people 
who meet together and consthiute a cer- 
tain section of society merely because they 
are rich will excuse me for not wanting 
to be with them, I will freely pardon them 
for not gan 8 me. 

There is nothing there that is in any wey 
attractive to a person who cares for what 
is essentially high and fine in humanity; 
and it degenerates sometimes into that 
which is exceedingly vulgar. 

I was at the opera there other night, 
and I saw one lady—I do not know who she 
was, though I might have found out by 
seeking the number of the box on the pro- 
gram and reading the name—who I!lustrates 
what this sort of thing comes to when it 
degenerates, And gets itself perfect expres- 
sion. I have never seen anything outside 
a showcase at Tiffany’s that in any way 
eh aage this lady. It was barbaric in the 
extreme. She had the air of telling every- 
body that she had not come there to hear 
the music, but merely to be hooked at; and 
she was loaded and hung al! over, in every 
possible place, with diamonds and géms 
and jewels of every kind. 


Worse Than the 

Fiji Islanders. 

Now we can forgive an Indian ora Fij! 
Islander his anklets and bracelets, or his 
nose-rings and earrings, because he has 
not, presumably. been developed to any- 
thing higher than these; but the type of so- 
clety whose distinguishing feature is that 


kind of thing certainly Is not human in the 
true sense in which that word ought to be 
used. 

I know women—I have known of them, 
I have nobody at present in New York 
in mind in saying this, and I speak of 
them because they are specially and pe- 
culiarly the home-makers—who have given 
themselves up s0 unreservedly, so indul- 
gently, to the pleasure side of society that 
they have little time for the home, for 
their children, for the husband, for culti- 
vating the highest and finest things in 
themselves. 

They exceed the just limits and propor- 
tions. perhaps without any intention, by 
sxiving themselves so largely to the mere 
pleasure side of social interests. 
For example, I have known women to 
belong to three or four whist clubs, and 
spend half the week, perhaps more, in 
playing whist. I have nothing to say 
against whist, but no matter what the 
thing may be; it is quite possible for peo- 
ple to expend more time on it than they 
have a right to spend, in view of a hun- 
dred other things, which demand thelr 
attention. 
There «are too people who go through 
religious forms and ceremonies, having their 
emotions touched and plaved upon, who 
really think they are engaged in religious 
exercises, who never do. a religious thing. 
It is possible for people to become inter- 
ested in the theoretical, the emotional side 
of the world, and yet all their powers and 
emotions to be spent in this way while they 
really do nothing to help mankind. 

We must touch the world tin these three 
ways: Enter into relations with our fei- 
low-men for the sake of the pleasure, the 
satisfaction the restfulness that they may 
bring to us; enter into relations with our 
fellow-men for the sake of study, of learn- 
ing, of widening our outlook; enter Into re- 
lations with our fellow-men for the sake 
of learning the world’s need, and doing 
what we can to make the world better. 
There are a great many homes where 
the burden of home-making and hame- 
-aring are such as to leave little ftime 
or these outside assoctations. I believe 
that in the process of the evolution of 'the 
home toward its ideal there is to be ever 
more and more opportunity in this / di- 
rection. It is the man who furnishes [the 
means for the making of the home: but it 
is the woman who makes us. The man has 
little time for home life: and the woman-— 
@ great many of them are tied too much 
to the home, so that they have little time 
for the outside aad wider .life of the 


world.

When we get really civilized and adjusted 
to the true ideas of home life, we shall 
know. that money is merely the raw matert- 
al, end that it is to be turned into ideal 


homes, {deal social conditions, and that the 
man must leave himself free for home life 
ane social life, both, if he is going to be a 
1an, 

And the women will become freer from 
the home drudgery, as time goes by, and be 
able to enter into the larger and wider life 
of the times. , 

I have no fears that women will become 
less womanly, mothers less motherly, be- 
cause they study and become wiser, be- 
cause they get into personal contact with 
interests beyond the range of the home. 

It is not these people who are in danger 
of neglecting the home. r 

It is the selfish, the self-indulgent, those 
who do not appreciate what the home 
means, those wso care more for every com- 
fort and luxury than they do far their chil- 
dren. Such always have neglected the 
home; and they always will. The only 
hope is that they will become educated out 
of these mental and moral and spiritual 
conditions of character. 

But the women will remain women. Na- 
ture will take care of that; and love and 
the home-making will always be the high- 
est and deepest thing in the woman’s na- 
ture, and the woman’s life. And, if you 
set her hands free and her brains free, I 
believe it will reault in her becoming more 
typically and nobly womanly, and help on 
so the idealizing of the home and the ideal- 
izing of society as well. 

For, at the close, let me say there is no 
antagonism between these claims. The 
acme of the world’s civilization will be at- 
tained when you find a perfect home; but 
that will be when you have a perfect so- 
clety surrounding ft an matching it. There 
is no antagonism between the two. If one 
selfishly ._withdraws himself from social 
contact he makes himself less a man, the 
woman makes herself less a woman, and 
therefore, the home, which ts the product of 
these natures, will be of necessity some- 
thing less than ideal,

SHOOT VERY WELL 


Remarkable Shots Made by 
Capt, A. A. Hardy. 


WAS GUEST OF GOV. SAVAGE 


THE LATTER HAD HEARD OF 
HARDY’S ACHIEVEMENTS. 


When Brought to Lincoln to Make 
Good His Friends’ Stories the 
Cowboy Astonished All 
the Natives. 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 15.—Some remark- 
able rifle and revolver shooting was done 
here the other day by Capt. A. A. Hardy, 
a cowboy friend of Gov, Savage. When the 
governor attended a big roundup at Hyan- 
nis jiast fall he ran across Hardy, whv 
punches cows on the range most of the 
year. 

After his return the governor began tell- 
ing tales of Hardy's prowess that were 
greeted with jeers by local marksmen. To 
re-establish his reputation as a veracious 
sportsman he invited Hardy down to give 
the city fellows some points on how to hit 
things. 

Hardy has never given public exhibitions 
of his skill for money. Here are some of 
the things he did before the 400 sportsmen 
on the grounds of the Lincoln Gun Club: 

He handed Gov. Savage a handful of 

hickory nuts and tasked him to throw them 
up in the air as fast as he could, one after 
the other. Not one escaped his fire bullet. 
‘ive or six cents thrown 15 feet in the air 
never came back. 
At a distance of 15 paces he cut clean 
in two an ordinary business card held by 
the governor. He directed a friend to hold 
a card out at arm's length and within a 
space the size of a nickel he placed five 
bullets as fast as they could be fired. 

Half a dozen hazel nuts, stuck on skewers 
and forming a thrée-quarters circle on the 
head of a man, were shot off in succession 
from a distance of 2 paces. he six nuts 
were shot off in 10 secconds, and al] the 
skewers were left exactly the same length, 
showing that he had hit each nut squarely 
in the cen*er, 

The captain borrowed a watch from one 
of the spectators, He marked on a card 


a spot about the size of a cent. This card 


+he guve to the man assisting him and sat- 


tioned him ten paces north of him. 

The captain faced to the east with his 
body, but turned his head due south. He 
rested His rifle on his extended left arm. 
eghied it by means of a reflection in the 
case of the watch and put a bullet within 
a quarter of an inch of the spot on the card, 

Arching his body until his feet and his 
head touched the ground. he put five bul- 
lets, as fast as he could deliver them, into 
a small business card held by his assista:it.

BEEN A PRISONER SINCE 
TAEEN BY LAWTON. 


HAS 


His Band of Apaches Caused the Death 
of More Than 1000 Whites—Now 


He Is Old and Wants His 
Freedom. 


FORT SILL, O. T., March 15.—Geronime, 
Apache Indian chief and the man whom 
Gen. Miles has named ‘“‘The Human Tiger," 
is to be released from captiviW at last and 
may be given citizenship. Géronimo is ihe 
most terrible name in the history. of two 
hundred years of bloody Indian fighting. 

For the last 14 years Geronimo has been 
a military prisoner at Fort Sill. 

Now, at the age of 80, he has signified 
his wish to become a docile subject of the 
Great Father ai Washingion. 

“Geronimo is old and weak; Great Father 
is young and strong. His arm -is like a 
withe and his teeth are long and sharp,”’ 
said the broken old warrior a few days 
ago as he affixed his mark to the legal pa- 
pers that go with his application for re- 


lease, 

Gen. Frank Armstrong of the regular 
army has been looking into the ques‘ion 
and has recommendéd that Geronimo be 
parolled and made a citizen. 

Geronimo has been free practically for 
several years now, or ever since his re- 
moval from captivity in the Florida ever- 
glades to barracks at Fort Sill. Although 
under a constant surveillance, he has a 
small farm and receives $35 a month as 
‘government scout.”’ 

This sum is in the pature of a bonus, 
and Geronimo has been Known to chuckle 
shrewdly at the queer. tactics of a téreat 
Father who hires scouts to watch scouts. 

With Geronimo 298 Anaches, the remnant 
of the Chiarchauas, will be released. 

Geronimo is said by Indian fighters likes 
Gen. Miles, Leonard Wood and others to 
be the worst Indian 'tthat ever lived. 

It cost the United States government $1,- 
000,000 and hundreds of lives to capture him 
and put him in irons. Three times he sur- 
rendered and escaped before his final cap- 
ture by the late Gen. Lawton, then under 
command of Gen, Nelson A. Miles. 

Geronimo’s ‘‘death hunts,’’ the annual 
excursions for plunder and murder, which 
the Apache chief carried on for many 
years, are still remembered with horrible 
distinctness by settlers of the Southwest. 

Geronimo was born on his father’s ranch 
away upon the table land at the head of 
the Gila river, in Arizona. 

‘‘As a boy.” he said, ‘I worked with the 
rest planting corn, pulling grass for the 
cattle, and such things. We had to pull 
up the grass by the roots or else twist it 
off, for we had no way of cutting it. We 
did not know what ascythes and sickles 
were, and the big knives cost much money, 
or, what was the same as money to us, our 
corn and wheat and s.ock and skins.”’ 
Geronimo was 10 years old before he ever 
saw a white man. 

His grandfather had been a chief, and 
“Giatly,’’ as the Apaches called Geronimo, 
early became a trusted man at the camp- 
fire councils. 

From the first He hated white men. He 
despised civilized customs and the dress of 


the paleface. 


Tells of His First j 
Active War Service. 

This is his picturesque account of his first 
entry on the warpath: 

“T got married,’’ he says, ‘‘and supported 
my wife and my family by hunting. 1 
bought horses. The valleys and the table 
land of the Gila are good places for horses. 
1 always liked horses for hunting, and was 


getting rich. 
‘One day some Mexicans came to our vil- 
lage to steal while I was on a hunt. Dur- 


ing the fight they killed my wife and my 
two papooses about three and five years 0/4, 

“When I came back and found my wife 
dead and my children dead it made my 
heart sorry for myself and hard for the, 
Mexicans!”’ 

Geronimo became the merciless enemy of 
the Mexicans and the paleface, and for 2 
years he was dreaded as a scourge. 

The Mexicans believed he was a god end 
used to sacrifice their cattle in the hopes 
of appeasing his wrath. 

From the rocky fastnesses of the Gila riv- 
er he sallied out at intervals with his band 
of Chiarcahuas, the fiercest of the Apaches, 
to murder and to torture victims who were

ROCK ISLAND, Ill, March 6.—A copy 
of an official order, indorsed by Secretary 
Root, which ends for the present the agita- 
tion by Grand Master O'Connell of the Ma- 
chinists’ Union, and Agent Berry of the 
Tri-City Labor Congress, for the removal 
of Maj. 8 E. Blunt from the command of 
Rock Island Arsenal, has been received 
here.

So Much Being Done That It Is Hard 
to Keep Track of It. 
BEAUMONT, Tex., March 15.—Gushers 
have been brought in go rapidly and some 
of them have changed hands so often that 
it Is hardly possible to keep a correct rec- 
ord of them. However, it is known that 
the number now In the field is not far from 
1%, not more than two wells either way 
from that number. The amount cf oil that 
these wells are capable of producing is al- 
most beyond computation.

WOMAN WHIPPED 


TWO SOLDIERS 


INTERFERED IN BEHALF OF HER 
HUSBAND. 


THEY USED BAYONET ON HIM. 


Mrs. Harmansef Twice Knocked Down 
a Sergeant and Blacked Bota of 
a Lieutenant’s Eyes. 


NORFOLK, Va., March 16.—The women of 
this city have developed a lively interest in 
the affairs of the strikers on the lines of 
the Norfolk Railway & Light Co., and Mrs. 
Harmansef, wife of a barber, attacked sev- 
eral members of the state guard, and 
whipped to a standstill a sergeant and 
lieutenant, blacking both the latter’s eyes. 
The reason for her attack was that the 
sergeant prodded her husband in the arm 
with a bayonet. 

All during the day a mob of 500 excited 
men, and as many women, paraded the 
main streets upon which were run the cars 
of the company, and there were several 
sharp encounters between the strikers. po- 
lice and the soldiers, In some parts of the 
city tne cars were operated in a desultory 
manner, but in no instance were more than 
a few passengers brave enough to ride. 

Stones and all sorts of missiles were 
hurled at the soldiers who rode on the cars 
as guards, and in several instances men 
were severely injured. A crowd collected 
near the barber shop of Harmansef and a 
sergcant and a detail of soldiers attempted 
to disperse it. Harmansef was prodded in 
the arm by the sergeant and ina trice the 
barber’s wife entered the lists. With a 
right-handed hook she sent the sergeant to 
grass, and when he attempted to rise she 
floored him again. 

Lieut. E. R. Gale. who was standing by, 
attempted to seize the fighting woman, and 
he received two blackened eyes. Later, @ 
number of arrests were made by the police 
and military. 


ABOUT 200 MEN STILL OUT. 


Boston Freight Handlers and Clerks 
Not Yet Satisfied. 

BOSTON, Marth 15.—The final settlement 
of the great transportation strike In this 
city has narrowed today to the issue be- 
tween the freizht handlers and the freight 
clerks of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford and the Boston & Maine Rail- 
roads. ‘ 

The issue made by the freight handlers is 
that of being taken back in a body instead 
of being treated as new men. The only 
concession thus far made by the railroads 
is that they will take back as many men as 
they can find places for without prejudice, 
but the strikers refuse to yield. They are 
about 200 in number. 

Practically all otheas engaged in the strike 

observed the order declaring the strike 
off today. Some of the longshoremen found 
that their places had been filled. but those 
who could not return today, relying on Gov. 
Crane’s representation that all difficulties 
would be settled In due time, faced the con- 
ditions with more or less patience. 

The team drivers, whose return vesterday 
did much to relleve the congested freight 
houses and docks. the coal teamsters, the 
longshormen and the expressmen were 
narly all at work as usual. 


HE WAS LITTLE BUT WICKED. 


Twelve-Year-Old Negro Shrewdly Robs 
Safe in a Courthouse. 
HARTSVILLE, Tenn., March 15.—Trustee 
Banks Robertson's safe in the courthouse 
was robbed by a 12-year-old negro boy, who 
did the work as dextrously as an experi- 
enced crook. Mr. Robertson, having left 
Deputy Reaves in charge, was leaving the 
courthouse when the negro, Herman Reed, 
asked him fcr his keys, saying that Dep- 
uty Reaves needed coal in the office. Not 
suspecting anything, the keys were given 
him. He then went to the office and told 
the deputy that he was wanted up the 


street. Roaves went out, leaving the boy 
alone in the office. The outer doors of the 
trustee’s big safe were open, and seeing 
this the young thief found the key to the 
money drawer and secured $55. The deputy 
learned that he was not wanted, returned 
to the office to find both the negro and the 
money missing.

A GREAT SEWER 


Terrible Experience of a 
Plumber’s Helper. 


LADDER AND LIFE LINE BROKE 


CARRIED AWAY IN A NIAGARA 
OF SEWAGE. 


He Just Kept Swimming, He Says, and 
Was Eventually Tossed Up 
in the East River and 
Rescued. 


Special to the Pcaet-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 15.—To be swept 
through a giant city sewer for rearly a 
mile, then shot into the tide-swept East 
river, was the rare experience of Edward 
Boyle, a plumber’s helper, and yet he lived 
to tell his thrilling experience. 

That he escaped being drowned, asphyx- 
lated by foul gases or killed by being dashed 
against some obstruction when the force of 
the current shot him into the river, is con- 
sidered little short of marvelous. ° 

Boyle and his ‘‘boss,’’ George Bradischer, 


and others were working at the sewer from 
the manhole in front of 252 East Fifty-third 
street. Most of the le on the block 
watched them, as it had been rumored that 
the men were likely to be swept away at 
any moment. One of-ethe sewer inspectors 
started the rumor. 

‘*Those plumbers are likely to be drowned 
down there,’’ he remarked. “That ig the 
most dangerous sewer in tewn. It has a 
pitch of more than 30 degrees and water 
is six feet deep.’’ 

The sewer inspector warned the plum- 
ers to lash their ladders with ropes and 
they did so, adding planking and scaffolding 
to prevent the ladder from being broken by 
the force of the water. 

A few minutes after this warning had 
been given, Boyle buckled on his rubber 
boots and insisted upon going down. Brad- 
ischer gave him a life line to take down 
with him, twisting the end of the line 
around Boyle's left arm. The other end 
was held od Bradischer and the rest of 
his men. oyle had got about half wa 
down the ladder when there was a cras 
and his voice was heard shouting: 
ladder’s broke and I’m hanging in the air. 
For God's sake lower me till I can get the 
rope off my wrists.”’ 


Shouted They Were 
Pulling His Arm Off. 
But the men holding the rope pulled the 
harder to drag Boyle out of the sewer. 
He shouted again that his arms was being 


torn off. 

“Lower me a little, for God's sake,’’ he 
called. 

The men with the rope slackened it, slow- 
ly. lowering Boyle back Into the sewer. A 
moment later they heard Boyle's voice 
shouting: 

““‘Good-by _ pals, I'm a dead one; I’’°— 
They pulled and tugged at the rope and 
up came a piece of the ladder. t hac 
broken almost in half. The lower piece 
had disappeared and so had Boyle. 

Men ran up and down the street shouting. 
Women at the windows screamed. A score 
of men ran to the foot of Fifteenth street, 
expecting to see Boyle washed out of the 
sewer at that point. Others ran to a fire 
engine house nearby and called out the 
firemen with their ladders. At all of the 
manholes in the neighborhood ladders were 
lowered and gangs of men searched for 
Boyle. 

‘“Youse are all wrong,’ a tough-looking 
boy in the crowd told them at last. ‘Dat 
man’'ll fetch up in the river at the foot of 
Forty-ninth street.”’ , 

As the crowd moved toward Second ave- 
nue, bent on following this clew, the clang 
of an ambulance bell stopped them. An

FILIPINO PUPILS

NATIVE PEDAGOGUES ALSO TWIST 
BOYS’ EARS. 


MAPS SHOW SPAIN LARGEST 


Geographies Represent Philippines as 
Larger Than the United States— 
Pupils Are Mischievous and 
Seem to Love to Lie. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., March 15.—According 
to Mr. R. D. Epps of this state, a col- 
lege graduate, now conducting the school 
at Binan, Laguna Province, Philippines, 
the most radical change made by the Amer- 
ican teacher {fs in the mode of punishment. 
Native teachers have made the boys un- 
dergo torture, while they pinch the giris 
upon parts of the body which the native 
costumes render accessible, 

“To write intelligently of the Philippine 
school is out of the question,” says Mr. 
Epps in a letter. “I have just been read- 
ing a little book, which describes 47 dis- 
trict tribes who live in these islands, and 
there are doubtless others never visited 
by a white man. Each tribe has its own 
dialect, customs and peculiarities; hence 
schools adopted to the needs of one section 


might be quite unsuitable in a town a few 
miles away. 

The Spanish method of making all the 
children study at the top of their voices is 
here described. Continuing, Mr. Epps says: 
Put All the 

Pupils in a Pen. 

“The children here are certainly full of 
mischief, though I am told in other parts 
of this province they are easily managed. 
One native teacher decided not to worry 
about discipline, so she bullt a large pen 
in the yard and into this she put all the 
children, allowing the classes to crawl 
through a crack when wanted for recita- 
tion. 

Many.geographies distributed throughout 
the islands represents Spain as the largest 
country on the map and it is almost im- 
possible to change this false impression. 
Many of the native teacher return the new 

maps and books, saying they were all 
wrong, as the, United States was made to 
appear larger’ than the Philippines and 
even Spain. 

“In view of this, it fs a task +o t to 
teach our language and methods, but it Its 
already a partial success. There are prob- 
ably 20 young men and women in this town 
who have learned already enough English 
to carry on a fair conversation, while hun- 
dreds of children have made such progress 
that it is very little trouble to make them 
understand and answer questions in short 
sentences. 

“The native teachers are cruel in their 
ways of punishment. The boys are some- 
times made to kneel and hold thelr arms 
horizontally in front of the body until 
they are exhausted. At other times they 
have their ears twisted or are flogged with 
bamboo canes.

CHICAGO, March 15.—‘‘You ask me whai 
hope the Boers have?’ said one of the Boer 
envoys who has come from South Africa 
to seek aid in the Uhited States for his 
struggling countrymen. 

“The best answer to that question lies 
in the words spoken by the galhant De- 
larey in the war council held in Pretoria, 
June 1, 1900. At that time Delarey said: 
"With the help of God the hour will still 
come when Great Britain will acknowledge 
the independence of the two republics. A 
tremendous change will come over the sit- 
uation. There is every chance that we will 
yet drive the enemy out of the country.’ 

This was said in the darkest hour that 
the war has seen and we now believe that 
Delarey's words were prophetic. 

“Ry one daring raid he has again aroused 
the world’s interest in the struggle of free 
men for a continuation of their liberty. 


The ‘Boer Situation 
Has Improved. 


“The Boers are not in the last ditch. 
“The Boer troops are in better condition 
for fighting now than at any time since the 
surrender at Pretoria. The commanders 
of the Boer armies are all sensible men 
0% good judgment and they certainly do not 
r@ard the contest as hopeless or they woulé 
continue fighting.” 

“In the last vear our losses have been 
amall and our forces have been recruited 
from many sources. They are liberty-lovers 
of all nationalities in the commandos of 
Botha, De Wet and Delarey. 

“The war has now entered upon its thir- 
tieth month, and the eyxyg-nditure of blood 
and treasure has borne out Paul Kruger's 
prediction that the conquest of the two re- 
publics would cost a price that would stag- 
ger humanity. 

“England cannot keep this struggle up 
indefinitely. Then, the men she has in field 
now are not to be compared as a fighting 
force with those whom Buller led _ to 
slaughter on the Tugela or those who fol- 
lowed Methuen in his charges on the un- 
seen enemy at Modder river and Magers- 
fontein. 

“Disease and Boer battles have thinned 
owt those veterans. The bulk of Kitchener's 
army is new levies—men who have yet to 
be trained to fight.

OMAHA, Neb., March 15.—A carload of 
maniacs who were brought in from the w®st 
today caused some commotion at the Union 
Station.

O., Will 
Give Them to the World’s Fair City for 
Cost of Removal and Shipment.

LOCAL COMMITTEE WILL ARRANGE FOR DISTRIBUTION 


St. Louis is about to be presented with 
6000 trees particularly adapted to the soil 
and atmospheric conditions of this city, for 
the mere cost of their removal from the 
ground in which they are now growing to 
this city. They are the gift of Arthur G. 
Babcox, president of the Arthur G. Babcox 
Landscape Gardening Co. of Cleveland, O. 

In making this offer to the people of St. 
Louls, Mr. Babcox siys: 

“I have noticed with pleasure the move- 
ment recently begun in St. Louis by the 
Englemann Botanical Club. and the Civic 
Improvement Society to interest the schoo! 
children and the people generally in the 
growing and care of trees and shrubs, and 
the kind best adapted to growth in the 


city. Buch a movement will eventually add 
more to the beauty of St. Louls than any 
other one thing. 
To encourage this movement for the 
permansat adornment of your city I have 
etermined to present outright to your citi- 
zens 6000 fast growing Caroline poplars 
This tree is one of the three kinds that 
Prof. Herman von Schrenk of Washington 
Untversity correctly declares most suitable 
to St. Louis. I will also give 50 fragrant 
honeysuckles to St. Louis. TI have given 
6000 trees to the citizens of Cleveland and 
shall give 5090 trees to Chicago. 

“I am not in the nursery business, either 
directly or indirectly, but as a landscape 
architect have a contract to clear some 30 
acres of land now covered with beauti#u! 
nursery trees and change it into what will 
be one of the handsomest estates in Ohio. 
In clearing this estate all these trees must 

e taken up and, if they are not trans- 
planted, they must be destroyed by cutting 
or burning. 

“The trees are of four sizes, from 15 to 
18 feet high and from 12 to 15 high, 10 to 12 
feet and § to 10 feet. They are now growing 
near Springfield. O. I will have them dug 
up an carefully bundled, hauled to the 
ears in Springfield, and shipped to 8t. 
Louls. In St. Louts I will have them hauled 
from the depot to some central point, where 
I wil] have them heeled in, and where the 

eople of St. Louis can get them by calling 
or them. 


Trees Will Live 

If Set Out Properly. 

“Each person who takes a tree or vine 
will be given printed directions for sctting 
out and the subsequent care of the tree. 
As a professional landscape architect I 
have had many years’ experience in tree 
planting and growing, and my directions, 


if patty A followed, will save every one 
of these - tPeeas and 600 vines. 

‘The actual cost of digging up the trees 
where pig 4 are now growing, wrapping 
them into bundles ready for shipping, cart- 
ing them to the depot and paying freight 
to St. Louis and the hauling and ‘heeling 
in’ at St. Louis, together with the cost of 
a competent man in St. Louis to care for 
the trees after their arrival and to assist 
in delivering, will, I estimate, be as fol- 


lows: 

For the largest poplar, about 35 cents; 
for poplars 12 to 15 feet high, 25 cents; pop- 
lars 16 to 12 feet high, 15 cents; poplars » 
to 10 feet high. 19 cents, and 10 cents for 
each fragrant honevruckle. 

“Those who desire to get one or more 
trees may do so by merely paying the ac- 
tual expense of getting them to 8t. Louls 
from their prevent growing ground at 
Springfield, O. The trees will be carefully 
inspected on thelr arrival In St. Lovis by 
rome citizens of wide practices! experience 
in tree planting and growing before they 
RO to the people. 

“! shall personally see that the trees are 
delivered tn St. Louis, making no charge 
Whatever for.my time or services.” 

Mr. Babcox on March 8&8 tendered to Mr. 
William B. Ittner, commissioner of school 
buildings of St. Louis, enough trees to 
roperly plant the grounds of the Eugene 

leld sachool at Olive street and Taylor 
avenue free of cost to the citv, to be plant- 
ed under the direction of Mr. Babcox. At 
the same ftime Mr. Babcox offefted the 
beard of education 500 trees to be planted 
on the grounds of city schools, 2%0 Norway 
maples, & to 10 feet high, at 2% cents each, 
and 250 Carolina poplars, 15 to 18 feet high, 
at 3% cents each. Mr. Babcox will person- 
ally select these trees and personally su- 
pervise and approve the planting, pruning 
and general care of them. Before leaving 
Ohio the trees will be Inspected by the Ohio 
state inspectors and will be accompanied 
by their certificates. 

The buildine committee of the Board of 
Fiducation cénsidered Mr. Babcox’s offer 
and accepted it by unanimous vote March 
0. Mr. Daboo will begin to set out the 
es as s00n as the season will permit. 

Mr. Babcox's offer to furnish trees to the 
Citizens of St. Louis for the cost of remov- 
ing them from Springfield has n ac- 
cepted by all those ta whom its attention 
has come, as a splendid opportunity for the 

ple who own ee to get trees and set 
em out. Trees of the kinds and sizes of- 
fered by Mr. Babcox for from 3% to 10 cents

Mr. Marshal! was so gratified with the in- 
terest taken by the people in tree planting 
that he declared he would be one of 26 citi- 
zens to give each $50 toward a fund to fur- 
nish prizes for the best small lawns and 
gardens tn Cleveland. In defining his idea 
Mr. Marshall said: ‘‘I favor restricting the 
size of competing lots to # feet front, 80 
that the gardens of the wealthy would not 


be in competition with those of people of 
lesser means, and the prizes limited to those 
who did the work on the lawns and gardens 
themeelves."’ 

On March 11 the Post-Dispatch made pub- 
lic a plan whereby the children of 8t. Louis 
might be induced to take an interest in civic 
improvement. It was guggested that the 
school children of the@city. compete in the 
writing of essays on the subject: “How 
Can a Boy or Girl Best Contribute, by 
Home Work, to Beautify St. Louis?’ The 
subject of the essays relating chiefly to the 
beautifying of the home surroundings by 
the cultivation of lawns, flowers, trees. 
shrubs and vines. The prizes are $20, $15 
and $10 in gold for the three best essays 
from all schools, and a prize of $1 for the 
best essay from each school. The competi- 
tion suggested by Mr. Marshall of Cleveland 
is intended to reach children of an older 
growth, who could be thus Interested 
helping to beautify their city by making 
their own home surroundings lovely with 
trees and shrubs. 

In large cities it is almost useless. to 
plant slow-growing trees, such as elms and 
hard maples, as they are sure to be stifled 
by smoke and gases before they are old 
and strong enough to resist them. Fast 
growing trees like the Carolina poplar that 
are capable of resisting smoke, and the 
Sturdy and rapidly up-springing Norway 
maples, such as are offered by Mr. Bab- 
cox, are successful city trees. 

One of the greatest values to come to St. 
Louis from Mr. Babcox’'s gift will be the 
interest it will arouse among the citizens 
of all clasges in the growth and care of 
trees. Everybody's interest will be aroused 
in tree culture, and for every tree thus giv- 
en away three will be planted next year. 
The people, having thus a general proprie- 
tary interest in trees, will give them better 
care whether they belong to them per- 
sonally or not, 

The addition of 5000 trees to the streets 
and yards of St. Louis will make a percept- 
ible difference in the beauty of the city and 
will serve as part of the necessary adorn- 
ment for the World’s Fair.

‘Yankees Captured Newnes’ 
Cup in Series of Seven In- 


terngional € dui sts. 


NEW sObhk, March 15. =atter two days 
of hard fighting the American chess team 
vanquished the British team tonight, this 
being the seventh of the _ international 
series of matches for the Newnes cup. 

America won 5% games and Great Britain 
4%. The distinction of achieving the first 
victory fell to the Englishmen by virtue of 
Trenchard's brilliant defeat of Delmar on 
board No. 7. Almost simultaneously the 
news that the amateur, Atkins, had low- 
ered the colors of Marshall came. 

This was a hard blow, as the Brooklyn

At that time the outlook was that the match 
would be lost. Hymes was then in 4diffi- 
culty and Voight appeared to be beaten.

PARIS LAUGHS AT’ CORRESPOND- 
ENCE NOW MADE PUBLIC.

It Began With Most Endearing Terms, 
Then Changed to Mutual Ex- 
pressions of the Chilliest 
Nature. 


PARIS, March 15.—The ‘Parisians are 
keenly interested in the developments of 
a quarrel between Sarah Bernhardt and 
Catuile Mendes, the author and poet, about 
the production of the latter's poetical 
drama, ‘“‘Sainte Therese,”’ which had been 
promised to Comedie Francaise. Mme. 
Bernharat heard of the drama, begged to 
be allowed to produce it, ahd M. Mendes 
withdrew it from the’ Comedie Franéaise 
and gave it to her, under stipulations ’en- 
suring a good run, M. Mendes subse- 


quently took it back, when In full rehearsal. 
on the ground that Mme. Bernhardt had 
made ar.angemenis to go to London, which 
preciuded a satisfactory run for “Sainte 
Therese.”’ 

The story has been told in a series of re- 
markabic letters exchanged between Mme. 
Bernna-dt and M. Mciiies. wh.ch the jat- 
ter published. The letters are most amus- 
ing with their mutual, gushing compli- 
ments and poetical forms of address, 
which, however, deteriorated into the chil- 
' liest > ab pean as the quarrel became em- 
bittered. 

Mme. Bernhardt first addressed M. Men- 
des as ““My dear beloved poet,’ asking to 
be alllowed to produce “Sainte Therese” 
and M. Mendes responded to his ‘“‘despetic 
sovereign” offering the piece for the coming 
Scason., 

Mme, Bernhardt then replied to her ‘‘dar- 
ling friend,”’ promising to produce it March 
1. . Mendes thereupon telegraphed as a 

reply: “‘Dear Therese—The play and the 
author are yours."’ 


Then Came a 
Decided Change. 

But later he heard that Mme. Bernhardt 
was making conflicting arrangements and 
telegraphed for explanations. This time 
Mme. Bernhardt merely addressed him as 
“friend,”’ and explained that her arrange- 
ments did not affect the production of the 
Piece. M. Mendes was not satisfied, but wag 
nduced to leave the play with Mme. Bern- 
hardt. The rehearsals were begun, but M. 
Mendes says he found Mme. Bernhardt had 
let her theater to an Italian company for a 
period which rendered the promised run 
mpossible. He realized that all was not 
— sailing for “Sainte Therese,” and got 

ack his manuscript which he wrote, e 
will place in a drawer strewn with red roses, 
Symbols of his admiration for Sarah Bern- 
hardt, and with violets, emblems of her 
fickleness.”’ 

The last communication of M. Mendes 
Was written in the third person and was 
adfressed to “Madame Sarah Bernhardt.” 

Mme. Bernhardt repiied to the publica- 
tion of these letters by explaining that 
M. Mendes was wrong about the arrange- 
ments which he thought would interfere 
with his play. She intended to give it a 
run of 30 nights and could not arrange for 
a long run because of the risk of osing 
her London season, which brin a large 
fum of money, and complained that M. 
Mendes resorted to a trick to get back the 
mnanuscript which, he said, was only needed 
for a few corrections. 

Calls Him 
That Man. 

Mme. Bernhardt concluded her letter as 
follows 

“In a terrible fit of despair and tears, I 
drowned my illusions, hopes, admiratiorr 
and my friendship for that man. I came 
out of this crisis a pareent wreck, with 

nina whirl, but my will safe and 
ong as I live I will never ad- 
mire Catulle Mendes again.’ 

M. Mendes, on reading this, telegraphed 
as follows to Mme, Bernhardt: 

“Is it not silly for us to quarrel when, 
fin reality, we love one another?’ 

The author-poet then offered to give 
“Sainte Therese’ to Mme. Bernhardt if 
she would only promise to run it whi.e it 
was drawing money. Mme. Bernhardt did 
not even reply to this communication, 
whereupon M. Mendes wrote to the Temps, 
replying to all the points of Mme Bern- 
hardt’s letter, and concluding, after a fer- 
vid outburst of admiration for her, that 
he would await “‘repentance in her dear, 
royal, cruel heart.”’ 

The matter thus remains, without hope 
of a reconciliation.

BE ASKED 10 QUIT 


Secretary, However, Is De- 
termined to Serve Out 
His Term. 


HAS SO ADVISED MR. AKINS 


PRESIDENT SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
WON BY KERENS. 


Mr. Hitcheock Has Encountered the 
Bitter Opposition of the Colonel, 
It Is Asserted, anc His Po- 
sition May Go to 
Another. 


Dispatches received from Washington by 


the ag yang 2h last night state that 
Ethan Allen Hitchcock, now at the bedside 
of his brother, Henry Hitchcock, who is re- 
ported to be critically ill at his home, 54 
Vandeventer place, will be asked to resign 
his position as secretary of the interior im- 
mediately upon his return to Washington. 

President Roosevelt, it is said, has po- 
‘itely intimated this wish to the secretary, 
who seems determined despite pressure to 
serve out his term. 

Chairman Akins of the state Republican 
committee has been advised by Mr. Hitch- 
cock that he will not resign and at present 
has no intention to do so. 

Mr. Hitchcock, so the story from Wash- 
ington goes, is not popular with Congress, 
and added to this has encountered the bit- 
ter opposition of Col. Richard C. Kerens, 
national committeeman from Missouri. 
During the recent contest over the sur- 
veyorship of the port the secretary and 
Mr. Kerens clashed. 

Hitchcock wanted Boyd appointed. 
Roosevelt looked upon Hitchcock as a 
power in Missouri politics and honored his 
request to the extent of turning down 
Kerens’ man, C. H. Smith. 

The interior secretary expressed himself 
atisfied with Gallenkamp’s selection. 
The report has been current that Mr. 
litcheock has senatorial aspirations and 
igured that the state committee could help 
out this ambition. 

While Akins and several prominent mem- 
bers of the committee have stood by him 
there are a score of others who frowned 
ipon his official aspirations because of his 
alleged inactivity during the party cam- 
oaignea. 

Col. Kerens Gains 

His Second Wind. 

On top of this announcement comes the 
report that Col. Kerens has recovered his 
second wind at Washington and may con- 
trol more of the Missouri patronage than 
was generally expected. 

W. L. Morsey, candidate for United 
States marshal, who owes his position in a 
large measure to the national committee- 
man, has secured the indorsement of 27 out 
of the 88 Republican committeemen for the 
position of United States marshal. 

This, coupled with the fact that Kerens 
practically had things his own way at the 
recent state Republican meeting, lends col- 
or to the belief that the wily colonel has 
gained favor in the eyes of Roosevelt. 
Former Senator Wolcott of Colorado, W. 
J. Calhoun of Chicago and W. H. McCor- 
mick of Idaho are among ‘thcse mentioned 
as Secretary Hitchcock's probable successor. 

However. it is said the President has nort 
made up his mind as to whom the new sec- 
retary shall be, although positive he would 
like to have Mr. Hitchcock step down and 
out.

Many persons stood up 
in that part of the house and there were 
few vacant places in the parquet. 

The seven ages of woman were well rep- 
resented, save for the babe in arms. The 
school girl was there, so was the aged 
Srandmother. The fair maiden with the 
love story in her eyes did not stay at home, 
tieither did the young wife. The mother 
of many daughters brought them and. they 
| stooa next to the girl who earns her living 
'by teaching music and in front of the man 
jand woman who had traveled 20 miles to 
| see the master's touch. Women of society, 
| women of homes and women of work. 


There was no more attentive listener in | 
| the large audience that greeted Paderewski | 


, at the Odeon Saturday afternoon than the 
wife of the noted performer. 

She sat near the boxes on the left of the 
parquette, with the son of her husband's 
manager, a bright boy about 16 years oid. 

Mme. Paderewski is below the medium 
in womanly figures,,with features cut like 
acameo. They aré framed in masses 0 
blue-black hair, woven low. at the neck. 
She was in a black cloth 'gaqwn, a Persian 
lamb jacket, and a hat of black and white 
tulle, the brim crossed with straps of cut 
jet. This she wore well over her face 

During the first encores she sat perfect- 
ly calm, watching her talented husband, Not 
the slightest movement escaped her watcn- 
‘ful eye. After the second encore, when he 
reappearéd, bowing, she arose to her feet 
and resting her hands on the back of the 
seat in front of her, she exclaimed, with a 
foreign accent: ‘“‘He is so tired. If they 
would only let him rest!’ 

But they did not, and the little woman's 
nervous temperament showed itself in her 
restlessness and the tense look in her eyes. 

“You are greatly to be admired in being 
| the wife of so celebrated an artist,’ a 
young woman said to Mme.

The life of a 
celebrity's wife is strenuous.

An attempt has been made to compare 
Paderewski and Kubelik in -their respective 
realms, but there appears to be little basis 
for any. Kubelik is a master of his instru- 
ment, but is still in the hobble-de-hoy stage 
whe conception is immature and he shows 
it in spite of technical excellence. 

Paderewski is a mature artist in execu: 
tion and conception. His playing is not of 
that flat, gray, neutral type which feels but 
does not know its aims. His perfermance 
Saturday afternoon was like a tropical land- 
scape full of varied colors and sharp con- 
trasts of light and shadé. 

Satisfactory though the performance 
may have been from a musical standpoint, 
there was one in the audience who went 
away unsatisfied. As the crowd edged out 
to the sidewalk after it was all over a voice 
said: 

“We ll, how did you enjoy it?’’ 

“All right;, only the program was not 
classical enough. I expected to hear things 
I’ . never before heard,'’ said an answering 
voice.

He Says They Exist Only 
Sultan’s Mind,

YET HE’S CONDEMNED TO DIE 


HAS FLED AND IS NOW LIVING 
IN PARIS. 


Is the Brother-in-Law of Abdul Hamid, 
but Is Altogether too Progressive 
to Please the Head of the 
Ottoman Empire.

CONSTANTINOBLE, March 15.—Mah- 
mud Pasha, brother-in-law of the Sultan 
and for years the -nost daring and pic- 
turesque rebel within the domains of the 
““Unspeakable Turk," has been sentenced 
to death, 

He is now in Paris, whither emissaries 
have been sent from the Sultan to promise 


him pardon if he will return. He will 
scarcely listen to these agents, for he has 
had long experience with the Sultan and 
Knows that his promises {in such cases are 
made merely to be broken. 

The recent affair of Osmand Pasha 
would convey a sufficieat warning to Mah- 
mud, if he needed it, against the treachtery 
of the Sultan. Osman, who had fled to 
Cario, was induced +o return to Constan- 
tinople by the most solemn assurances 
that he would be pardoned. 

No soorer had he arrived here than he 
Was arrested for high treason and thrown 
into prison. He has iust been sentenced 
to death. The punishment may be com- 
muted t» life imprisonment, put this is a 
fate which, considertag the methods em- 
ployed in the Sultan's prisons, wou!d gen- 
erally be considered worse than death. 

Mahmud Pasha, as brother-in-law tv the 
Sultan, has long enjoyed all the disad- 
vantages which so near a relationship to 
such a monarchy implies. he leader of 
the “Young Turk" or revolutionary move- 
ment, yet the husband of the Sultan's sis- 
ter—here was a ticklish position for a sub- 
ject, and it has taken considerable agility 
on the part of Mahmud to remain alive so 
long as he has. 

Repeatedly banished from the kingdom, 
denied refuge in other countries friendly 
to Turkey, accused of ghocking crimes, he 
has been the victim of every cruel scheme 
that the angry despot of the Bosphorus 
could devise. 

The present crisis, like the previous 
ones in whick Mahmud has somewhat un- 
comfortably figured, is political in origin. 
While everybody in Turkey and elsewhere 
knows that the commander of the faithful 
ia “unspeakable” as a sovereign, only his 
brother-in-law, it appears, dares to say 50. 


Mahamud Forced 
to Keep Moving. 


After an outburst of rather more than 
usual plain speaking recently, Mahmud 
Partha found it convenient to go to Greece. 
Mahmud could not, however, escape 80 


easily. A personal behest from the Sultan 
to the Grecian sovereign resulted in Mah- 
mud’s banishment from that refug Un- 
deunted, the courageous Turk made his 
way to Rome. The Sultan lost no time in 
writing to the King of Italy that it was 
his wish that hfs rebellious ther-in-law 
should be expelied from the peninsula, Bu 
there came a check here. Italy declined to 


comply.

But Mahmud thought 
it wiser to remain where he was. » sa 
sult was that the Criminal Court was in- 
structed to issue a warrant for Mahmud's 
arrest and to try the fugitive by default. 
In the Course (of o. roceeding the exile 
was condemn to deatn. 

In addition the Sultan issued a decree of 
Alvorce between Mahmud and his wife, the 
Seniha Sultana, on the ground of her hus- 
band’s desertion. Mahmud, just before his 
latest departure. realized some but 
his principal estates have since been con- 
fiscated and he and his sons were pro- 
claimed renegades and outlaws. It is ex- 
pected that the princes and their associ- 
ates will shortly be condemned to death in 
the same fashion that thetr father was. 

Mahmud’s latest flight from Turkey pre- 
vious to the presené one occurred two years 
ago. At this time the royal reformer, ac- 
compamed by his two faithful sons, took 
a steamer for Marsellles. The Turkish 
government telegranhed to the French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. M. Delcasse, ask- 
ing for the arrest of the fugitive and his 
return to Constantinople on the charge 
that he was implicated tn a plot to assas- 
sinate the Sultan, and that he had also 
accepted bribes and appropriated money 
and his wife's jewels. 

Will Openly Tell 
of Sultan’s Policies. 

Mahmud strenuously dented the charges, 
and it was believed that he was the victim 
of an intrigue and he was unmolested. The 
exile made a great many statements at this 
time through the Paris press, consisting 
largely of appeals to exiled Turks, and the 
statement that he was about to publish in 
Lordon an open letter denouncing the Sul- 
tan's policies and a brochure entitied 
“Turkey's Coming Downfall.” 

It was believed in Paris that had he 
stayed at home Mahmud would have been 
committed to one of the justly dreaded 
political prisons maintained by the Otto- 
man empire and kept ful] to overflowing. 

While then tn Paris Mahmud satd, In 
justification of his own course and in de- 
nunciation of the Sultan: 
| “Por 22 years I have lived tn Imminent 
perpetual peril of the assassin’s knife or 
the executioner’s bowstring. 

‘The Sultan was brave spougs to slaugh- 
ter the Armenians tn cold blood, but agacnet 
his subjects of the faith, who patriotically 
desire to improve their country, he works 
by treachery and secret assassination. 

“To my knowledge three thousand iti. 
cal prisoners have been arrested within the 
t three vears. How many are rotti 
n the dungeons and how many are d 

I do not know. 

“Whenever a man becomes obnoxious to 
the Sultan or to any of his creatures. that 
man vanishes from the face of the earth. 

“When the Sultan icarned that I had 
succeeded in getting out of his reach he 
set afloat a rumor that I had stolen jew- 
| els and documents belonging to my wife, 
killed a slave. and I know not what. 

“For the last eight years I have inces- 
santiv called the Sultan's attention to the 
maladministration of the Turkish empire, 
urging upon him the necessity of institut- 
ine much-needed reforms.

How It Gained Its Name of 
“Fighting 20th,” - 


REAL AMERICAN _ REGIMENT 


RAGGED LOT MADE A MOST WON- 
DERFUL RECORD. 


How They Captured Caloocan With a 
Rush—Three of Its Men Win the 
Coveted Medal of Honor 
in One Battle 


BY BRIGADIER-GENERAL FRED- 
ERICK FUNSTON. 

WICHITA, Kan., March 10.—When =the 
“Fighting Twentieth" arrived in San Fran- 
cisco, on its way to the Philippines, it was 
the laughing stock of the whole Pacific 
coast. 

So far as looks were concerned, the men 
were certainly not a very promising lot. 
There was not more than one uniform to 
every four men, and what clothes we had 
were in such bad condition that we were 
nicknamed ‘‘the Ragged Regiment."’ 

The men were armed with a job-lot of 
old Springfield rifles; very few had up-to- 
date weapons. We knew little or nothing 
about military drill. Probably not one of 
the six officers knew “fours right’ from 
“fours left.” 

We remained in San Francisco for months 
before we were pronounced “O. K.” Uni- 
forms and new Springfields were given to 
us and we were raised to 106 men to a com- 
parry, making our total strength 1272 men. 

One peculiar fact about the “Fighting 
Twentith'’ was that two-thirds of the men 
Were lawyers. We had in our ranks two 
+ Say, professors, one insurance man and 
two journalists. 
It was an out-and-out American regiment. 
Only 18 were of foreign birth, or one out of 
every seventy. Nearly all were the sons 
of well-to-do farmers and none were what 
you would call “city men.” 

All the drinkers and the physically unfit 
were weeded out before we set sail for 
Manila. Altogether, we got rid of 150 men. 
As a result of this weeding-out process the 
health of the regiment was always good, 
and the sick list very rarely went above 4 
per cent, even during the hardships of the 
campaign. 

—, battle of Caloocan was the first of 
any importance in which the “Fightin 
Twentieth” took part. We were obii ed to 
drive the enemy out of a dense thicket of 
brush and bamboo, so tangled that we 
could not see more than a hundred feet 
ahead of us. Nearly all our men were 
right up on the firing line, and in the 
cmrge we used up 100,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition. 


Captured the 
Town With a Rush. 

We captured the town of Caloocan with 
a rush, and for 40 days were under fire 
from the Fillpinos, Our losses, before the 
enemy could be driven out of the thicket. 
were ll men killed and 24 wounded. 

Perhaps the most dare-devil work done 
by the men of the “‘Twentieth’’ was the 
number of dashes they made across 
bridges and rivers in the fact of a hot fire 
from the enemy. For instance, on one oc- 
casion 12 of the Kansans volunteered to 
tog across a broken bridge that spanned 
the Bagbag river. When half way across 
they found that the bridge was too badly 
broken to hold their weight, and without a 
moment's hesitation the brave fellows 
jumped into the river and swam the re- 
maining distance. The Filipinos were so 
taken by surprise at this act of courage 
that they turned and fled. Ina few hours 
the bridge was repaired and the whole 
regiment got safely across. 

A short time after this a daring exploit 
was performed by Corporal Ferguson, who 
igs now first lieutenant in the Fourteenth 
Infantry. The railway bridgce across the Rio 
Grard de Pampanga, the second largest 
river .n the Philippines, had been almost 
destroyed by the rebels, and I had obtained 
permission to attempt to carry it by as- 
sault. 

In order to find out what condition it was 
in, I selected Corporal Ferguson from 
among a number of voluntecrs and sent him 
to cross ths bridge, if possible, and report. 
Though the enemy was strongly intrenched 
on the other vide, Fergusen promptly set 
out, armed with nothing but a revolver. 
Inder cover of darkness Ferguson 
crawled from girder to girder until he 
reached the other side of the bridge, which 
was 350 feet long. At one place he was 
obliged to creep along a girder three inches 
wide, liable at any moment to be dropped 
to the rushing waters below. He h lit- 
erally to feel his way inch by tInch, ob- 
structed by the broken ends of fron rods 
and without a glint of light to show him his 
way. 

Received the 

Medal of Honor. 

Right up to fhe nearest insurgent out- 
post Ferguson went, and then returned to 
camp by groping his way once more across 
the broken bridge. For this daring deed 
he received the medal! of honor, 

Two other men of the “Fighting Twen- 
tieth’’ who received the medal of honor 
Were Privates Trembley and White. 

I had determined to force a passage 
across the Rio Grande de Pampanga and 
asked for two volunteers to swim across 
and fasten a rope to the other side. I chose 
Trembley and White for the job out of sey. 
eral dozen who were very anxious to have 
it. There were always plenty of volun- 
teers in the ‘“‘Twentieth,”’ no matter how 
great the danger might be. 

Trembley and White each took a rope 
in his teeth and, under cover of a fire 
from our sharpshooters, got across t a 
point 25 feet from the enemy's intrench- 
ments. Both were stark naked and they 
had no weapons ‘ 
There were no trees or 
they could tie the ropes, 
actually f 


stones to which 
80 one of them 
rawled up to the nearest trench 
and tied his rope to one of the posts of the 
fortifications. Six feet from the post were 
three armed insurgents, but they were so 
terrified by the fire of our sharpshooters 
and s0 amazed by the audacity of thase 
two naked white men that both White and 
Trembley escaped unhurt. 

The moment the rope was fastened eight 
of the Kansans sprang upon .a raft and 
pulled themselves across. Six remained 
on the further shore and held off the ene- 
my until the other two returned with rein- 
forcements. 

The raft continued to make its trips un- 
tll we had.100 men across. Then we rushed 
the trenches and pushed the insurgents 
from ditch to ditch, until they retreated 
agg oe yd into the forest. Our loss was 
two killed and 16 wounded.

Mail Service to Farmers Be- 
coming Very Great. 


16,000 NEW ROUTES ASKED 


RAPID INTERCOURSE BETWEEN 
CITY AND COUNTRY. 


Circulation of Magazines and Newspa- 
pers Amazingly Increased in 
Outlying Districts—Coun- 
try Storekeepers 
Benefited. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Although the 
postoffice department only asked the House 
of Representatives for an urgent defici- 
ency appropriation of $220,000, with which 
to provide by July 1, 1992, a total of 8600 free 
delivery routes, $500,00 was given on Jan. 
25. For the next year the department has 
requested an appropriation of $6,250,000. As 
Congress has decided to increase the car- 
riers’ salary to $600, this amount will 
prabably be raised to $7,500,000. 

The fourth floor of the postoffice building 
presents an interesting scene. Here is the 
division of rural free delivery, as busy a 


hive of industry as can be found in any 
department of the capital. City dwellers, 
even in Washington, have only a vague 
idea of the wonderful growth of this ser- 
vice, whose very inception dates back but 
a few years, but which now bids fair to 
endow country life, in every section of our 
vast domain, with the only essential it 
lacked to make it the most delightful ex- 
istence on earth— —namely, rapid intercourse 
with the great urban centers. 

This desideratum is being gradually ex- 
tended in every direction, through the op- 
eration of the system of rural free deliv- 
ery. To say that the farming population 
is desirous of being served by frge_deliv- 
ery of mail is but mildly to state the case, 
the fact being that our agricuiturisig are 
determined to enjoy the same privileges 
as those provided by the government for 
dwellers in towns. 

The pressure for the extension of rural 
free delivery has become nationa. Despite 
the great increase yarly in tha sums pro- 
vid by Congress for the pony Ben ra and 
maintenance of thia work, the service has 
necessarily been behind the immense de- 
mand for it by the people of all parts of 
the eg 4 

Sixteen thousand petitions have been re- 
ceived for routes; by July 1, 1902, probably 
9000 will have been disposed of, ‘eaving 10U0 
untouched for the work oft next year ‘To 
establish 6000 or 6500 routes during the oom- 
ing year will test the availabie force of the 
department; and by July 1, 1903, with pos- 
sibiy 14,000 routes in operation, ths post- 
master-general will still have on nand vé@00 
or 7000 unexamined petitions. 

Nothing more marvelous has been ob- 
served in the establishment of the routes 
than the demand for money orders, 175,000 
of these notes being issued through 2000 
rural carriers on their routes during the 
first year this service was undertaken. One 
by one the facilities of the postoffice have 
been added to the rural system, until to- 
day the rural carrier may be looked upon 
as a traveling postmaster. 

The farmer realizes that the value of his 
acres is increased by their location on a 
rural free delivery route, and besides this 
comforting knowledge he receives through 
the free delivery system daily items of in- 
formation that mean just the difference be- 
tween success and failure in the disposal 
of his crops. Not only are the requirements 
of the market and the schedule of prices 
communicated to him every day, but the 
distribution by the rural carriers of fore- 
casts of the gg Bet 24 hours to 
about 42,000 families ie farming dis- 
tricts is one of the ae mirable methods 
for the utilization of scientific knowledge 
for the benefit of the agriculturist that 
was ever devised. 

The circulation of magazines an 
papers {is being amagingly increased t 
the workings of the free deliver One 
Illinois route of 25 miles traversed ‘ally by 
carrier has increased its demand for pe- 
riodicals from almost nothing to 22 daily 
papers, 82 semi-weeklies, 71 semi-weekly 
county papers and 60 weekly county pa- 
pers.

For practically 
two years it has laid up at the bank at the 
mouth of the Osage. Three hundred thou- 
sand dollars worth of good river property 
is going to waste swiftly. There is even 
no use for it in the Mississippi! and so it 
rots up there in the Missouri while Con- 
gress continually ignores the value of the 
work it conld accomplish, There is a fleet 
of barges, four plile-drivers, one twoboat, 
with a valuable iron hull, and three smal! 
towboats. They lay in idleness against 
the shore and one long snagboat is detealed 
to clear the river from the Mississippi to 
Kansas City. 


That is not so important as it would be 
if the banks were secured and the thannel 
did not shift. Last summer but one wreck 
showed itself between the Mississippi! and 
Omeha. Thit was the boilers of the Ray- 
mond,sunk 3 years ago four miles below the 
mouth of Grand river, opposite Brunswick. 
This spring there may be a dozen bad 
holes below Kansas City. What we need 
is not more water or the snags drawn, so 
much as a completion of the revetting and 
diking undertaken. This could be accom- 
plished if Kansas City, St. Joseph, Atchi- 
son, Glasgow, Booneville, Jefferson City, 
Herrmann and Washington would act to- 
gether. Enough pressure could be brought 
to bear to send the Missouri valley con- 
gressmen into the hottest kind of a fight for 
a respectable appropriation and would in 
the end result in making the Missouri per- 
manently navigable to Sioux City. 

It seems strange to me that the farmers 
along the river have not appreciated before 
the value of such a movement. There ts 
no finer land for agriculture than that 
along this stream. Over that soft. sandy, 
crumbling stratum that fe ever a prey to 
the swift currente and constantly gives way 
slipping Into the water, is a layer of the 
richest soil on earth. It extends to a depth 
of five and six feet and ever yields abun- 
dantly. 

This sandy subestredm is what causes 
the trouble. The water washes it into the 
channel. Not only does a rod or so of a 
man's farm slip into the river, but a new 
bar is formed of which the pilot of the on- 
coming steamer knows nothine His only

In five appropriation acts, 1896 to 1990, 17 
detached localities were named where work 
was to be performed, one of which was in 
the Kaw river. The effect of this large re- 
duction of appropriations and scattering 
the small amounts available to points from 
Omaha to Pelican Bend, a distance of 350 
miles, was disastrous. The systematic work 
on the first reach came to a full stop. The 
unit cogt of the various kinds of work was 
largely increased by.the necessity for mov- 
ing steamboats, barges and pile-drivecs 
over long distances and returning them to 
the boatyard at Gasconade, or making ex- 
pensive provision for their care at other 
points during the winter season. The work- 
ing plant became depleted, there being 0 
funds available for renewals. The chang- 
ing of working forces, in taking up separate 
pleces of work, was also very expensive. 
The work at these localities was detached, 
that is not connected with any other work, 
and subject to destruction by change in the 
flow of the river. 


What is absolutely necessary for proper 
control of the river.and for the permanency 
of works ts that the regulation should be 
continuoous downstream, so that works 
once placed shall not be destroyed or ren- 
dered useless by changes of the approach 
of the flow from above. On account of the 
soft material of its bed and banks and ‘ts 
great flood velocities, the contro] and regu- 
lation of the Missouri river is as difficult 
as that of any river in the country save 
that of the lower Mississippi, where the 
same condition exists in an aggravated 
form. The difficulty consists almost en- 
tirely in making the works stand on sueh 
an unstable foundation, and many devices 
have been tried in their construction. That 
works can be made to stand, and that the 
river can be fully controlled and regulated 
has been abundantly proven by the work 
done by the commission, and at a cost that 
is not excessive when compared with other 
river improvements. 


The genera! improvement of the Misseur! 
river—opening it to commerce and carrying 
with it as an Incident the complete protec- 
tion and great enhancement in value of all 
property along ite banks—is a matter to be 
urged by the people of the Missourt vallev. 
Two chairmen of the rivers and harbors 
committee told me that while many ap- 
peared before the committee asking for ap- 
priations for the Missouri river, it was a 
rare thing for anyone to ask for a genora! 
improvement of the river. 

The efforts to localize appropriations dur- 
ing the last few years have prevailed to 
such an extent ar to completely paralyze 
the general work.

HE necessity for continuous work be-

The causes of dis- 
aster have been apportioned as fol'ows:

falling river,.4; ran into bank, 1; storm and 
wind, 2; collfsons, 1; overloading, 1; ewamp- 
ing in violent eddy, 1; unknown, 14.

A notable wreck was that of tne side- 
wheel steamer Bedford, engaged in the 8t. 
Louis and St. Joseph trade, which struck a 
snag at the mouth of the Missouri river 
on the night of April 25, 1840. A large hole 
waa knocked-in her bottom and, ffi about a 
minute, she sank to her hurricane deck. 
A severe rainstorm was raging at the 
time, and a number of persons were lost 
in the darkness. The fatalities are placed 
at 12 or 14. A trunk, containing $6000 In 
specie, was lost and never recovered. Many 
persons were killed and wounded by the ex- 
plosion of a boiler on the sternwheel steam- 
er Big Hatchie on July 25, 1845, as the bout 
was passing Hermann. The Boreas No 2, 
a sidewheeler, was fired near Hermann in 
1846. The boat was loaded with silver 
Dullion and Mexican money, which was 
stolen and never recovered. 

The wreck of the Bowling Green, which 
went upon the rocks at the head of Osage 
Chute Dec. 12, 1842, still shows where she 
went down. The Chippewa’s end came in 
May, 1861, 15 miles below Poplar river. Fire 


was discovered at supper time on a Sunday 
evening. The boat was run ashore and 
the passengers put off, and she was then 
turned adrift to avoid danger to property 
by the explosion of powder aboard. The . 
boat drifted across the river and nearly a 
mile down and, just as the fire had reached 
the water's edge, blew up. The disaster 
was caused by deckhands who entered the 
hold with a lighted candle. It is presumed . 
that they tapped the whisky barrels; be- 
came intoxicated and knocked over the 
candle. 

Cora Islend, near Bellefontaine Bluffs, 
owes its existence to the wreck of the 
Core No. 3,-engaged in the St. Louis and 
Fort Benton trade. She struck a snag 
Aprfl 18, 1869. She was owned by Capt. Joe 
Kinney of Boonville, Mo., and Capt. Ed

Helvie perfected a motor which we believe 
will rather revolutionize automobile build- 
ing because the motor ts powerful enough 
to drive a six ton carriage carrying a 
10-tons burden, and is still not heavy 
enough to break the carriage down. It its 
his intention to manufacture steam auto- 
moblies equipped with this motor, and we 
have organized a company for this pur- 
pose.

I You.can’t see.more than 2 years in 


KNEW them all from Dan Emmett 
my face or feet or actions when I've got 


the cork. on. I feel and act just as young 


as ever. 
But the boys have gone so fast of late 


tombstones. Let me see. Why, four of the 
old-time end-men have died within the pasg 
two months. Billy Rice, Jack MHaver'y, 
Billy Emerson and Billy West. 

Let me take up my acquaintance with 
these men chronologically and tell you 
about them. To begin with myself is nec- 
essary in @ measure in order to introduce 
Emerson. I lerned to dance naturally, picked 
it up, as it were, on the sidewalks, and 
before I knew it could make my feet talk. 
Long before this Billy Emerson was on the 
stage and in the very midst of his great 
hit, “The Big Sunflower." He was a hero 
to me, I can tell you. Why, I used to hang 
around his hotel to get a look at him. [f 
was consumed with admiration of his sing. 
ing and his gracs on the stage. This was 
in 1868. Shortly afterward I went on the 
stage myself. You ought to have seen the 
stage I went on. It was the limit—a free- 
and-easy run in connecticn with a beer hall. 
I was billed as ‘‘The Buffalo Boy,” and my 
specialty was in the song-and-dance line. 
An interesting fact in this connection is 
that the man who played the fiddle for me 
in that old beer hall was Dan Emmett, 
the immortal author of “‘Dixie.”” He could 
play, too. Emerson was in a near-by thea- 
ter dong “The Fig Sunflower” and his spe- 
clalties. One night he either came in to get 
a glass of besr or to see me, I don't rightly 
remember which. 

I flashed upon his startled vision on tho 
stage in a white duck suit and danced and 
sarge the best I knew how. I was nearer to 
stage fright than ever before, however, be- 
cause I was doing my turn before the man 
I had regarded as my ideal. I was only a 
somehow and 
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looked at Emerson. He appeared to be 
very much interested in a glass of beer 
and several noisy companions. I could see 
his diamonds flash every time he raised a 
hand. ' 


I had scarcely gone off the stage when 
Emerson appeared behind the scenes. “‘I 
would like to eee that boy who did the 
dancing turn just now,” he said. I was 
introduced as ‘‘Master George.’’ Emerson 
kindly asked me where I got my knowledge 
of dancing. When I told him I had picked 
it up without training he paid me some 
very fine compliments. Hewaid: “My boy, 
if I had your feet and my pipes I wouldn't 
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Every old-timer knows how Emerson 
could sing in those days. He had a clear, 
high tenor and sang absolutely without ef- 
fort. Later on he made his second great 
hit with ‘‘Are You There, Moriarty?’’ 

Shortly after my first meeting with Em- 
erson I met Billy West, the second of the 
four great iuatbets who have recently 
died. 

We were both two woung. rosy-cheeked 
fellows in 1869, when he was dancing in a 
concert hall in Buffalo, and I was doing my 
turn in another cnly a block away. We 
were business rivals, our turns at this time 
being almost alike. Stories were brought 


from one to the other by mutual! friends, 
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and we were intensely anxious to meet, but 
could never do so. I wanted to see West 
dance and West wanted to see me dance. 
One day in the fall of 1869 we met on a 
gatreet corner accidentally and were intro- 
duced by an acquaintance, and six months 
later we had launched out for ourselves un- 
der the firm name of Primrose & West. 
Billy was one of the finest fellows under 
the sun to get along with. 


Our first engagement was to go with 
John O'Brien’s circus. The “negro priv- 
lege,’ as it was known in those days, 
was held by Doris and Batcheler. Well, 
Billy and I contracted to dance in the con- 
cert after the regular circus for $15 each 
per week and 5 per cent of the ticket sales. 
We had to sell the tickts. Ah, those were 
the halcoyn days! As I said before, Billy 
and I had to soll the tickets. We went 
among the spectators shouting, ‘‘After the 
big show, ladies and gentlemen, a concert 
will be given In the smaller tents adjoining, 
all for the small sum of a quarter of a 
dollar—only a quarter of a dollar, gentle- 
men. Tickets may be purchased now for 
the concert.” 

When we had sold all the tickets pos- 
sible we would go down and black up and 
It will seem funny 
when you know that in the concert with 
us, doing a double Dutch singing turn, 
were George 8S. Knight, since dead, and 


Charley Ellis, the Dutch comedian and yo- 


dler, and Harry Kernell, also deceased. 
Then we went to New York under the 
management of George Tyler at the old 


Olympic, on Broadway, where we played for 
two months. A song with which. we made 
a hit at that time was “Love Among the 
Roses."" Another favorite was ‘“‘Quit That 
Tickling Me.”’ 

At that same old Olympic Theater with 
Billy West and myself was a cast that 
would put any of the modern vaudeville 
houses to sleep. There were Delehanty 
and Hengler, Sheridan and Mack, Sol 
Smith Russell, the Berger family of bell- 
ringers, J..W. McAndrews, the watermelon 
mau, and Harry Stanwood, the banjo play- 
er. The opposition was fierce in those 
days. 

West and I got $50 a week aplece and lived 
in a boarding house on Houston street. 
About this time Billy Emerson said good- 
by and went to Austrailia. He had made 
a good deal of money, but had lost the 
most of it one way or another. Billy West 
and I traveled through the country, dqing 
fairly well until 1874. Then Billy Emer- 
son came back from Australia and with 
him I joined Jack Haverly at the Hooley 


Theater in Brooklyn on Nov. 20. 


I served four years under “Capt. Jack,” 
as we used to call him, and I may say 


that I was greatly benefited by the school- 
ing in more ways than one. 
Haverly came to town we used to simply 
suspend business and go with him. Noth- 
ing was too good for ws. 
He was a prince in his way.

In that fam- 
ous company were Barlow and Wilson, E. 
M. Hall, and the California Quartet, led 
by Tom Dixon, who sang “Sally in Our 


Alley.” Afterward Barlow and Wilson 
formed a partnership with West ané my- 
self in 1877 and we opened at Wilmington, 
Del., on Aug. 20. In that audience were 
Colcross and Dixey, Frank Moran, Bdéy 
Fox, Billy Sweatnam and Matt Wheeler. 

When this firm died I went with Haverly 
again, but this time as a partner. I was 
with him when I met Billy Rice for the 
first time in 18%. He was with us five 
years. Billy was known as @ burnt-cork 
low comedian and a burlesquer of Shake- 
pearean roles. In a burlesque of the “Mas- 
cot’ which we gave Chauncey Olcott was 


‘singing Pippo. 


Rice started out several enterprises on his 
own account, but they always went wrong. 
Since 1877 I have never received a salary, 
but have always conducted my own bual-" 
ness enterprises. Five years ago poor old — 
Billy Emerson came to me and asked to 
get in on the game. We had a long mMmter 
view and he promised to keep etraight. 
Well, I took him on and he did not 
a drop for five months. I could always 
dle Emerson when nobody else 
anything with him.

The tragic failure of this young Chicago 
singer was clearly due to nothing but the

An American 
success is the great object for which all 
American singers strenuously struggle, and 
when the American teacher receives the rec- 
ognition that is clearly his due, we shall 
hear no more of the lack of “art feeling”’ 
in this country. Not one, but many Ameri- 
can singers of the first rank attest to the 
fact that the real basis of their lyric suc- 
cess is in the early lessons received under 
conscientious teachers in this country. The 
only reason which formerly existed for be- 
ginning one’s career abroad was that there 
was no high-class organization in America 
which sung in the English language the 
lyric masterpieces which constitute the 
repertoire of operatic organizations abroad. 
That reason no longer exists.

In 
the first place the young women 
who studies among her friends and 
quaintances in America, is apt to have dis- 
quieting and distracting social duties which 
take her mind from her professional studies 
and occupy hours which should be given to 
vocal practice.

waiting one hour in the cold night. He 
shrugge@ his shoulders and said that on the 
death of the all power passed from 
him te Car@ige! Chamberlain Peccil. The 
relatives went away furious.

TREES IN ST. LOUIS, 


ITH few exceptions the streets of St. 

W Louis present a most unattractive 

appearance at thf present time. 

There are many reasons for the absence of 

shade trees and for the poor appearance 
of those now here. 

Mutilations are caused chiefly by horses 
eating the bark and newer wood. The ex- 
tent to which this is done Is little realized. 
The indiscriminate cutting away of 
branches by the telegraph, telephone and 
electric light companies is another source 
of injury t» the trees. In making new 
sidewalks and gutters little if anv atten- 
tion is paid to the trees near the curb. The 
roots are usually cut away, without regard 
to the influence this has on the tree. 

Barbarous pruning has destroyed many a 
beautiful tree. Not only is a tree cruelly 
injured by cutting off large branches, but 
When in addition this is done so as to leave 
ragged stumps, from which decay starts, 
then an incalculable Injury is inflicted. 

Many of the street trees are planted In 
filled ground consisting of cinders and re- 
fuse material. In such ground no tree can 
grow properly. The heavy clay soll present 
in many parts of the city prevents drain- 
age and aeration. 

There are numerous mains in all parts 
of St. Louls from which gas escapes into 
the soll. Many beautiful trees have been 
killed by this gas. 

The climate of St. Louls is one which Is 

fticularly unfavorable to the growth of 

any trees. The extreme heat of the sum- 
, mer months and the long drouths are fatal 
to sensitive species. 

Probably one of the most unfavorable 
factors in this city is the smoke, from 
which it is hardly ever free. The noxious 
gases which are liberated into the air, to- 
gether with the fine coal particles, do an 
incalculable amount of harm to all plants 
with which they come in contact. Smoke 
is one of the deadliest poisons to vegeta- 
tion and St. Louis can never hope to be- 
come a beautiful city until the smoke nui- 
sance has been lessened or stopped en- 
tirely. 

Holes are often dug in the ground, a 
nursery tree is jammed into the hole, dirt 
thrown in to fill the hole, and the tree 
is expected to grow. Improper planting is 
responsible for the frequent failure to make 
trees grow. 

Many of the older trees are decayed at 
the heart. With some this decay has gone 
so far that the tree may be overturned by 
the next severe windstcerm. Decay is 
caused by the growth of fungi in the wood. 
These fungi get in through the wounds 
made by horses, or by pruning. 

Many insects eat the leaves of the trees, 
and others bore into the bark. As a re- 
sult of their ravages many trees are weak- 
ened and a good many dle. 

In the spring and summer, more or less 
severe windstorms are apt to destroy a goo! 
many trees, particularly those with weak 
wood or loosely spreading branches. 

lHiow can the injurious influences be best 
combated? 

There ars now on the statute books of 
St. Louis ordinances to prevent all the enu- 
merated mutilations. And It Is the duty of 
every citizen to see that these ordinances 
are obeyed. 

Trees and bushes are pruned, because it 
is necessary to allow certain branches tuo 
make a more vigorous growth than would 
be possible when many branches interfere. 
It is, in other words, an effort on the 
part of man to help the tree to attain a 
more symmetrical form. A general rule 
may bo established for the average person 
and that is, “Prune as little as possible.”’ 


The indiscriminate cutting out of branches, 
large and small is not pruning, but butch- 
ering. The skillful gardner will prune a 
tree by taking out branches here and there; 
when all is done, the avcrage observer will 
hardly note more than a symmetrical tree. 
Young trees should be left alone (thit Is, 
after the first pruning while being planted). 
Older trees should be pruned so as to give 
as straight a trunk as possible, surmounted 
by a regular rounded mass of follage. 

Moat trees had best be pruned during the 
fall, soon after the Jeaves drop. Maples 
can be pruned during the growing season. 
Spring pruning is often recommended, and 
if done before the buds begin to sweil, it 
may be done safely. 

Pruning vught to be done with a sharp 
strong knife, or with pruning shears. Small 
branchés should be cut off as nearly 
straight as possible. In cutting off large 
branches care must be taxen so as not to 
tear the bark around the cut; to make the 
cut surface as small as possible; if the 
branch is to be cut off at the trunk, it 
must be cut as close to the trunk as pos- 
sible. When a branch is cut ‘off a healing 
layer forms immediately under the bark. 
This grows rapidly until it covers the stump 
entirely. If the bark at the edge of the 
cut is torn, the formation of this healing 
layer 's very much retarded. In the same 
way, if a branch is cut off far from the 
trunk, the healing layer must grow over 
the whole stub, which is a long process. 
In the meantime fungi and insects have be- 
gun to destroy the wood of the stub and 
have passed into the main trunk. 

When a large branch is sawed off, a cut 
should first be mad@ on the under side, 
The branch should be supported from above 
by means of a rope, to prevent it from 
breaking off suddenly and leaving a ragged 
edge. 

As soon as a wound is made anywhere. 
it ought to be covered at once with some 
protective substance. One of the best ma- 
terials ts ordinary gas tar. This should be 
fluid enough so that it can be applied with 
a brush. The man who does the pruning 
carries a pail with him, and applies some 
of the tar immediately after cutting cff the 
branch. Other materials used for cover- 
ing wounds are beeswax and white lead 
The gas tar has the advantage that it pene- 
trates into the wood for some distance, 
that it will keen cut the water, and at the 
same time it f# a preservative against in- 
sects and fungi. 

Where the soil in the streets consist of 
ashes, heavy clay or other favorable ma- 
teria], several loads of good soll shou'd bo 
placed in a hole at least six feet square. 
This should be properly supplied with dveain 
pipes so as to prevent it from becoming 
sOgRy. 

In many places a change of grade has 
taken place. Where the grade is raised 
older trees should have a well built around 
the trunk, covered with an iron grating. 
When trees have the trunk covered half- 
wey up to ths branches, they die because 
of ‘ack of air for the roots. 

All citizens should report gas leaks 
wherever and whenever found. Unly in this 
way can this serious trouble be averted. 

The position of trees in the street, with 
asphalt on one side and granitoid pave- 
ment on the other prevents a sufficient 
amount of moisture getting to the roots. 
It is recommended that when new trees 
are planted a vertical pipe be put next to 
the tree, into which water can be poured 
from time to time. 

Every citizen should urge speedy action 
for the prevention of the smoke nuisance. 
Until that is stopped we shall be able to 
grow only those trees and shrubs which 
are somewhat resistant to the choking up 


good straight trunks. There is no excuse 
for planting poor trees. 

Trees 6 to 8 inches in diameter can now 
be transplanted with good success, The 
cost of doing this is comparatively small, 
and it is urged that large trees be planted 
wherever it is possible, particularly on pri- 
vate places. 

The following list gives those trees that 
are suitable for average conditions in St. 
Louls: 

Sycamore (Platanus occidentalis). 

Silver maple (Acer dasycarpum). 

Carolina poplar (Populus monllifera). 

The following trees are good, but more 
difficult to grow: 

Sweet gum (Liquidambar stracifiuna), 

White birch (Betula alba). 

Tulip tree (Liriodendron tulipifera). 

Ash (Fraxinus Americana). 

The American elm, one of the most grace- 
ful shade trees, is so uncertain that it is 
a waste of money to plant it except in the 
most outlying districts. IT‘ines and spruces 
will grow for a few years where the smoke 
is not too bad and where it is possible they 
should be planted on private grounds to 
give contrast. There should be some co- 
operation on the part of all living on one 
Street, so that uniform varieties may be 
planted and in a uniform way. The beauty 
of a tree avenue depends as much on the 
fact there are many trees of one kind as 
upon their development. 

The best time for transplanting trees in 
St. Louis is the first half of November. 
The next best time js as early in the spring 
as the condition of the weather and the 
ground will permit. This means that the 
ground should be fairly dry and capable of 
being worked. There are days near the 
end of March which are ideal for this 
purpos:>. 

The distance apart for planting trees var- 
les somewhat with the different kinds. 
Sycamores and maples should be allowed at 
least 32 feet when full grown. It is gener- 
ally found advantageous to plant them at 
half that distance at first, so as to give 
immediate results. As the trees grow the 
intermediate ones can be cut out. 

Much of the ultimate success in making 
trees grow depends upon the way in which 
the tree is planted. The preparation of 
the soil comes first in importance. If the 
#oill (and subsoil) consists of good loam, it 
is only necessary to dig a hole large 
enough so that the roots of the tree can 
be spread out in their natural position. As 
a rule there is but little good soil in the 
city streets. When this iS the case, a large 
hole shottd firet be dug; if it reaches into 
hard clay, a drain should be laid from its 
bottom to some lower drain or opening. 
Where g00d gravel is  obtainabls it 
may be well to put in a foot 
or more of gravel, which will facili- 
tate drainage. On this, good loam 
or ashphalt pavement it is often desirable 
to fill in this loam out into the street and 
under the sidewalk. 

An important feature in street planting 
is drainage. There are several ways in 
which this may be obtained. An excellent 
method is to place a vitrified T sewer pipe 
so that the two openings end in the gravel, 
and the other end just above the ground. 
This open end is covered with a perfor- 
ated tile, which can be removed so that 
water can be poured in from time to time. 

Another method is as follows: A four- 
inch vitrified sewer pipe with cemented 
joints should be laid five or six feet deep 
direcdy under the line where the row of 
trees is to be planted. There shonld be a 
tle every eight feet from which a drain tile 
is laid to the surfac of the ground. Some 
of these lines of tile should be vertical, 
others slant toward the walk, and others 
toward the gutter, with the tops of all 
covered with a grate. ‘The cemented pipe 
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| will mot be clogged by ‘the roots and the 


upright drain pipe can be kept open by 
working a knife through the pipe from 
above. This will make as perfect a system 
of drainage as is possible under the con- 
ditions. One length of vertical vitrified 
pipe should be placed through the walk at 
two different places near each permanent 
tree for the purpose of watering. 

Where an elaborate system of this kind 
cannot be used a simple straight pipe 
should be pnlaced next to the tree, going 
down at least two feet, through which 
water can be poured. Before planting one 
should see that the soil is finely divided 
and fairly moist, it should not be so wet 
as to cake. 

Having prepared the soll, the tree can 
be planted. When the trees have been 
received, their roots should be covered in- 
mediately, so as to prevent dying. Mere 
harm is done by letting trees lie around in 
ehedse, or on the ground, while they are 
being kept for plenting, than can be reme- 
died lator on. The fine roots, which are to 
form new rootlets, shrivel, and many of the 
large ones are injured, particularly when 
exposed to the sun. If any considerable 
period is to elapse before planting, the trée 
should be put into the ground so as to 
cover all the roots. Just before planting, all 
broken or Injured roots should be crc off 
with a sharp knife. These wounds will then 
heal rapidly and new roots will form from 
the healing Jayer, while broken or torn 
roots will rot. 

In nlanting the tree great care should be 
exercised in firming the soil around and

under the roots. The latter should assums 
their naturel position as nearly as possible. 
By rentw ehaking the tree as the soll is 
being put in, it will be sure to get be- 
tween all tho roots, and avoid large holea 
After filling the hole around the tree the 
soll should be firmly packed. In dry sea- 
sons it ts a good plan to dip the roots in 
Witter bofore pianting. If water is added 
after planting only a small quantity should 
be used. Trees planted jn the fall should 
be tqulched, that is the gretiind around the 
trunk should be covered with coarse ma- 
nureée, pine necdles or leaves. 

As soon as the tree is firmly planted it 
should be pruned. Briefly stated, the rea- 
son for th'# {s that the severe shock given 
the root sysiem in transplanting, makes it 
necessary to reduce the number of leaves 
which the tree can carry the next season. 
In pruning a young tree ‘t is well to cut 
back the smaller branches so as to leave 
three or four buds on each branch. 

A mistake is often made by supposing that 
when a tree is planted there is nothing 
more to do. The unfavorable conditions ‘in 
a city call for most careful attention. Small 
trees should be staken to prevent them 
from being blown about. The jolting pre- 
vents the roots from establishing them- 
selves before the leaves come out. A pine 
stake three inches square and five feet long, 
pointed at one end, should be driven tnto 
the ground about ene foot at a distance 
of three inches from the tree. A short plece 
of hose through which a stout string ts 
passed serves to attach the tree to the 
Stake. Wide leather strips wrapped onc

Every newly planted tree should be } 
tected with a wire guard. These 
prevent mutilation by horses and will j 
keep out many insects. ; ;: 

As young trees suffer from sun-scalé very 
frequently in this climate it is advisable te 
protect the trunks of newly planted tf 
for the first season or two by 
them with heavy paper or burlap. 
wrapping is folded neatly at the edges & 
is fastened to the trunk by thick strife, 
or better still, bands of ribbon loosely tied. 

One of the most Important means of Béés- 
ing a tree healthy and allowing it to fee ~ 
main for many years is to prevent the Gee 
cay of its trunk and its branches.

Patent Office Received 
so Many Applications for 
Protection to Devices That 
Are Supposed to Fly. 


HERE is a great boom in aero- 
statics in the United States. They 
are simply flying high. Never be- 


fore did so many Americans turn their 


minds to the invention of airships and 
flying machines, and the announcement 
of the aerostatic contest at the Louisiana 
Purchase Fair in St. Louis has brought 
upon the United States patent office a 
deluge of devices. 

Two hundred and one applications for 
patents have been made by American 
inventors of flying machifes. The first 
of these was made in 1844, and 50 of them 
have been made within the last six years 
indicating the activity the science of man- 
flying is enjoying just now. 

| The big prizes offered for excellence in 

ir navigation by the St. Louis Fair Co. 
sent every Darius Green to his work- 
shop and cverv Icarus to his wings 
of wax. New native genius is cropping 
out. Startling devices are being propos- 
ed. There is scarcely a state without its 
inventor suring his wits to winning this 
prize, and the prospect is that myriad 
ereatures most fearfully and wonderfully 
mate will fairly swarm St. Louis in the 
year of the Fair.

HE $200,000 to be distributed in prizes 
among the navigators of air at St. 
Louls has proven the leaven in tho 

areostatic dough. Everything i!s looking 
up. Modest geniuses who had not before 
confided their schemes to the United States 
patent office are now making bold to make 
a clean breast of their hopes, and such a 
fiéet of weiltd and winged creatures as is 
being patented now was not even equaled 
when the pterodacty] paraded the heavens 
or the vampiree now vanished flew. 

Not to be outdone by the novices, the 
veterans of the balloon and sailing board 
are alert and at work, and, if it is true, 
a& the American boasts, that this is the 
miost inventive of peoples, then Santos-Du- 
mont might just as well stay at home. he 
and the lesser lights of his ilk behind him. 

The latest, granted to a Washingtonian, 
ie for “a combined balloon and aeroplane, 
#0 constructed that it can be readily ccn- 
vérted from a balloon into an aeroplane or 
vide versa.” It is propelled by “screws of 
Gonhsiderable length, having continuous sp!l- 
ral webs or blades.”’ 

An airship propelled by the explosion of 
cartridges at the stern was the inspiration 
Which gave a patent to an Oakland, Cal., 
Benius the other week. “The gases 
resulting from the explosion of the cart- 
ridge tn escaping through the orifice exert 
their full force in propelling the ship for- 
ward,”’ explains the inventor. 

The third most. recent patent tn aerostat- 
feos goes to another Californian. “A suitable 
bedy or house,’ says he, “is constructed, 
the upper portion of which forms a gas- 
containing chamber.’ An Albuquerque man 
cores next with a balloon in the shape of 
a huge ring in whose center is fixed a 
powerful and enormous propeller wheel, re- 
volving in a horizontal plane and thus 
gcrewing the entire device toward the ze- 
nith. Below puff powerful engines about 
which hover the terrified crew. 

A giant bumblebee, or an airship which 
looks exactly like one, was lately paterted 


by a genius of the Quaker City. Although 
the outlines of the vehicle are so like the 
insect named, the inventor specifies that 
“its principle of locomotion shall resemble 
that of a bird—that is, it shall have the 
lightness and strength, with the wings or 
propelling devices located at the most de- 


erative. A statute now demands that all 
patented inventions be “useful.” 

Airship inventors the world over are 
whetting their wits for the world’s first 
aerostatic congress, to be held in St. Louis 
in connection with the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition.

ment, up to date, within 67 years. Fifty 
of these, or one-fourth, have been obtained 
within the past six years, which indicates 
the extent to which the stimulus has been 
increasing. 

It would indeed be a jolly sight were all 
of these 201 patented airships entered at 
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sirable point to effect the moving of the 
machine and having a simple means under 
the direct control of the operater for shift- 
ing the gravity point, directing motion up 
or down.” The operator perclies himself 
upon a small leather saddle and waves the 
wings of the device by vigorously revolving 
a peir of bicycle pedals. And thase are 
but a few of the latest. 

A Frenchman some time ago obtaincd 
from the government a patent for a sys- 
tem of propelling aerodromes by means of 
birds harnessed to a horizontal wheel to 
be turned by a pilot, according to the de- 
sired direction of flight. Then there have 
been several Darius Greens given the sole 
right to manufacture and sell within the 
limits of the United States attachable 
wings wherewith to dart through space. An 
inventor who for several years remained 
a familiar habitue of the patent office re- 
ceived sole rights for an elongated, pencll- 
shaped airship of aluminum, which, if 
poised upon end, would have had the di- 
mensions of the Washington monument. 
Claims were granted this man for interior 
cabins as capacious as those of ocean 
steamships and steam engines of ponderous 
weight. 

Count Zeppelin has received letters pat- 
ent protecting in this country not only 
his far-famed airship, but a whole train 
of cigar-shaped balloons coupled, vesti- 
buled and drawn by an aerial locomotive. 
But .Mr. Langley, to whom the fruits of 
commercialism have never appealed, has 
applied for no patents. Santos-Dumonts 
aetrostat is not patented in this country, 
neither are the experimental airships of 
Maxim. ¢ 

Today patents are not granted for al;- 
ships not provided in the specifications with 
balloon attachments. Formerly patents 
were granted for airships without any 
question as to their operativeness, none 
being thought operative. Now those with- 
out buoyant gas compartments are ob-

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The $100,000 offered to the most success‘ul 
operator of an aerial craft is a premium 


10t to be winked at. This snug fortune 
and the additional purse of $50,000 in prizes 


to be offered to aerostat racers of various 
classes are sufficient bait to attract flying- 
machine geniuses and filying-machine cranks 
from all enlightened corners of the earth. 
And this lucre will be but a small fraction 
of the spoils of victory. The laurels of 
international fame are guaranteed. 


Sir Hiram Maxim agrees to expend $1,- 
000 in preparation for the contest—to put 
this extravagant sum on a brandnew air- 
ship. Whether the new aerodrome which 
Mr. Langley is constructing for the army 
will have been completed in time for the 
St. Louis contest is a matter of doubr. 
While Europeans have made the most noi- 
able strides as masters of aerostats of the 
dirigible balloon type, Mr. Lafhgley has 
unquestionably won the laurels of the cor- 
test in the broad field of aerodynamics. 
His aerodrome, weighing more than the 
air which it displaces, ts sustained and 
propelled exclusively by forces which its 
engine produces. No buoyant kas alds its 
fight or direction, whereas the aerostat 
of Santos-Dumont, of Count Zeppelin of the 
French army, and al] of those, in fac~. 
which have traveled a mile, have been ro 
more than elongated balloons with pro- 
pellers and rudders. 


The files of the patent office offer the best 
hint as to the extent to whicii aerodro- 
mania ‘Yas taken hold of inventors. Yés- 
terday I ransacked the records and counted 
the letters patent granted to flying ma- 
chine inventors since 184, That year the 
first American airship patent was awarded 
to one Muzzio Muzzi, an Italian. His device 
was a spherical balloon with movabie side 
aeroplanes for changing the direction of 
the craft from a vertical to a horizonta! 
plane.

F ALL the children of St. Louis were 


graduated from the manual training de- 

partment of the St. Louls Provident As- 
sociation, cooking would be better, buttons 
would stay on longer, and every housewife 
could sit down and make her own clothes 
hamper. 

For the young people who take the course 
in manual training out at the Washington 
avenue house of good works can cook and 
sew and weave baskets. Every Saturday 
afternoon they are busy from 2 until 4 
o'clock acquiring these useful arts. They 
have a modern kitchen fully equipped; a 
seWing room with every necessary appoint- 
ment, and in this same room a long table 
around which the baskets are woven. It 
is quite wonderful to look in upon these 
busy little workers, who are not working 
for wages or for anybody's immediate 
profit, but are fitting themselves for the 
necessities of their more responsible years. 
On one side of the large sewing room, 
seated around long tables, are 30 little girls 
ranging from 8 to 14 years of age. Wach 


littlé seamstress has her own workbox. 
Each is quietly intent upon her work. 
Thirty bright needles fiash in and out as 
they baste, run seams, backstitch, cast over 
and make the weaving stitch. On the other 
side of the sewing room are 30 little chil- 
dren, boys and girls, seated around long 
tables, learning basket weaving. 

In the kitchen are 19 little girls and one 
little boy learning how to cook gocd, whole- 
some food. The children of this class are 
older than those of the basket weaving 
and sewing classes. No child under 12 years 
of age is taken into the cooking class. 

On the wall of the kitchen are special 
rules for dishwashing. After the little cooks 
have baked bicuits, a pile or cake or boiled 
& potato, they must wash the dishes. One 
Washes and the other dries.

OR some time we felt the need of a 
F manual training department in the 
Provident Association. It was not 
that we hoped to teach the children some- 
thing by which they could earn a livelihood, 
but to take them off the streets, to teach 
the idea and the results of work. and to 
make them dexterous for future work. 

A great many people have no idea of work 
or the results of it. We have people apply 
to us for aid. Believing that the best way 
to help anyone is to help them to help 
themselves, we offer them work. They lool: 
at us in astonishment, and say, “I never 
have done anything in my life. Do you ex- 
pect me to work now” 

By teaching work, its value and its re- 
sults, tre hope to do away with the idea 
that it is an easy matter to beg a living. 
Every boy and girl, if properly trained, 
takes pleasure in creating. They take a 
great deal more pleasure in a simple thing 
they have made than they do in a costly 
manufactured article. Why? Because the 
Sense of ownership is stronger. They made 
it. It is theirs. It is a part of them. We 
instruct them how a thing should be done. 
They give us the expression of doing, of 
making. 

We reach a class of children that no 
other organization can reach. We are very 
fortunate in being able to secure com- 
petent instructors. We also have a num- 
ber of volunteers who give their services 
for the instructions they receive. The as- 
sociation furnishes everything. All we ask 
is that the pupils apply themselves and 
make good use of the opportunity given 
them. We investigate each case and see 
that the parents are unable to send the 
ohildren elsewhere. Many of them are mem- 
bers of deserving families that the asso- 
clation looks after. 

The classes meet on the third floor of the 
@ssociation building, Sixteenth and Wash- 
ington avehue, Saturday afternoon from 2 
to 4 o'clock. The cooking class, or do- 
mestic science department, is in charge of 
Miss Carrie Eisenhardt, one of the do- 
mestic science and sewing teachers of the

The room used for this purpose is fitted 
up like all modern cooking clings rooms. 
Each child has an individual gas stove and 
a portion of a long table, a drawer which 
contains a spoon, a fork, a knife, a measur- 
ing cup. a rolling pin, a liscuit cutter, a 
small pie tin. three small sauce pans, a 
frying pan and a small loaf-cake or bread 
pan. Jelow the drawer is a large space 
used for the dishpan and soap dish and a 
rack on which to hang the dishtowel and 
dishcloth. 

F'ech little cook must come to the class- 
room neat and clean. Their hands and 
faces must be clean, and their hair neatly 
brushed. They must have clean aprons. 
They are provided with tablets and peneijs 
with which to take down notes. They are 
taught to prepare good, wholesome and 
economical food, palatable and inviting in 


appearance. 

Scientific methods as to the effects of hot 
and cold water upon meats and vegetable. 
are thoroughly taught. They are made as 
simple as possible so the children may un- 
derstand. ‘They are shown the reason for 
doing things as they should be done by 
practical experience and not by hearsay. 
after the food has been prepared, sampled 
and pronounced a success or failure, the 
dishes and tables are cleaned properly and 
put away. Sometimes the children eat the 
food they have cooked, but mostly they take 
it home to show their parents. 

The sewing clase is under the manage- 
ment of Miss R. H. Bruckman, a graduate 
of the New York Teachers’ College. The 
class ts composed of 30 little girls from 8 to 
14 years of age. The first work of this 
class is the weaving stitch. This {s taught 
by placing a number of perpendicular 
threads of zephyr on a card and running 
horizontal threads through it by passing 
over one and under one. By thie they are 
shown the relation of weaving to cloth. The 
next step is to learn the different stitches 
and their uses. This is done on small strips 
of unbleached muslin, two and a half inches 
wide and varying in length from 3 to 9 
inches. First the baisting stitch is taught, 
then the run, next the overcast or patch- 
work. and last the back stitch. When the 
children can make the stitches nicely they 
are given some article to tnake. In this 
way they apply what they have been taught 
to practical use. 

When they have learned to make a few 
simple garments, they are given a doll to 
dress. They cut out the clothing and dress 
the doll without the aid of the teachers. 
When the doll is dressed it is theirs and 
they may take it home. They are taught 
every branch of plain hand sewing, from 
baisting to making button holes. As soon 
as they have learned to make the stitches 
neatly, they are given something useful 
to make. This teaches them the results 
of work. 

The basket weaving is also under Miss 
Bruckman's management. This class is 
composed of boys and girls, 30 in number, 
ranging from 6 to 14 years of age. In this 
department the best material that can be 
purchased is used. It is generally raffea 
and fine reeds. Raffea is a fiber or inner 
stripping of a palm growing in Mexico. 
It is used for making mats, baskets, ham- 
mocks, hats and various other things. 

The first step with the reeds is that of 
a fiat mat making, weaving over one and 
under one. Next comes the round scoop 
and third the round basket or hamper. The 
fiat mat first made is now used for the cov- 
er of the hamper. The hamper is followed, 
by an oval basket, with or without a 
cover. When a child has mastered the 
reeds, raffea work is given. This may be 
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used as it comes from the florist, or it 
may be braided and sewed. From this 1s 
made baskets of innumerable styles, nap- 
kin rings, hats and other artistic and use- 
ful articles. The raffea is colored, and pat- 
terns are woven into a basket or mat with 
pleasing effect. The sweet grasses are 
used after the children become more skilled.

“Oh, my dear.”’ 

Leslie Carter’s head fell in.-her hands and 
a warm flush spread up to her hair. For 
moments she forgot to act. For moments 
all the womanliness within her—which is 
strong—made her happy and unaffected— 
woman whom the public does not ‘see, and 
to whom “Zaza” and “Du Barry” are un- 
discovered territory. 

“Of course, it isn't news,"’ I said present- 
ly; “you knew all that before we did. The 
advance sales tell their story, and the wel- 
come on the opening night, the curtain 
calls, the crowded aisles, the unfailing 
‘nohting for this week’ at the box office— 
and above all the consciousness that you 
sway the audience and they follow all your 
moods. These things keep you pretty well 
posted about the rung of the ladder you 
rest on, don’t they?’ 

Mrs. Carter shook her head. 

“Tl hadn't applied them before,’ she said, 
thoughtfully, ‘“‘not that way. Perhaps I’vc 
been too busy. I’ve never devoted so much 
time as this to thought of ft before. Or 
perhaps I'd grown so used to regarding it 
all as struggling and working thatit had 
becomo a habit. I used to wonder how I'd 
feel if I had repeated curtain calls.” 

“And having had them?” 

“T feel just the same; just as I used to feel 
about it: just as Oliver Twist felt about It. 
I want some more. It’s never the thing I’ve 
done that exalts me. It’s the thing I want 
to do. 

“The present condition of things looked 
like a golden impossible paradise in the old 
days, yet today I'm as far from my ideals 
as ever—the heights of my ambition are 
just as far above re.” 

Mrs. Carter rested her chin fn her hands 
and the corners of her mouth drooped dis- 
consolately. 

“Tt’'s because the goal advances,”’ I sug- 
gested; “Uncle Jasper says even ‘the sun 
do move!’ ” 

“lJncle Jasper is an astronomer and a 
philosopher.

Leslie Carter gurgled. No other word de- 
scribes her lavgh, which is soft and rip- 
pling ani intectious. 

“Well,”’ satd she, meditatively, “for one 
thing, it's this, the power to feel artificial 
things naturalivy and having reaily felt 
them to be uwatural to convinve others that 
they are. sounds involved, but takes your 
time.’’ 


Mrs, Carter looked sweetly over the tea- 
cups while I pondered and conquered. 


“Not a bad try,” I retaliated, “but none 
too cucid. Its logic wasn’t unimpeachable, 
either. I've heard actors say that the most 
successful’ way to make others feel is not 
to feel it oneself, but to act it.”’ 

“A theory,’’ said, Leslie Carter, firmly, 
“which they never applied to or deducted 
from successful acting. Do you know Zaza 
was.more successful than my other at- 
tempts, Because I was learning to feel. 
Not that I didn’t know how—I had in real 
life run the gamut of human feeling. But 
I was learning to forget myself and feel; 
to feel the sorrows and the joys of others. 


“Selfishness and conceit are barriers to 
reatness. Genlus can never find sufficient 
scope in the limited experience and char- 
acter of one human being. He who would 
succeed in any profession—and particularly 
in this one—must sink his own identity, 
must forget his own pleasures and pains, 


and let his sympathies go out and find the 


miseries 1nd motives of others. 

“It does not matter if thase others be live 
people around us or the heroes or heroines 
of history and fiction. If the comedies and 
tragediss of their lives can draw upon our 
laughter and our tears, till we forget our 
own lives and live with them in theirs, then 
have we made the right‘ foundation of his- 
trionic success. And when we reach that 
point where we can feel those feelings and 
portray those lives, so that they, who look 
and listen, lose-their sympathies for the 
time, then have we built a work of art in- 
deed upon that right foundation.”’ 

Leslie Carter rose and paced the floor. 
She was full of earnestness and sincerity, 
which constitute her best charm—and she 
wasn't acting. e : 

“That's the sort I want to build,” she 
said, stopping abruptly, ‘‘one that will not 
only shelter me well while I am here, but 
remain as a2 monument to my efforts after 
lam gone, 

“It isn’t to satisfy my vanity, nor is it 
to swell my bank account, that I am work- 
ing, working unceasingly. These motives 
would not be strong enough to demand 
every waking hour and every grain of force 
and energy in my life. It is the desiré to 
do for the mke of the th'ng done—to ac- 
complish for the sake of accomplishment— 
and to accomplish it to the very best there 
is in me.’’ 


“Do you think art do this? 


alone can 
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Why, the whole heart and soul of me are 
not sufficient to make me feel half that I 
would. Do you know why I made you pity 
Zaza? Because I pitied her myself. Be- 
cause I wept for her. Because I went 
down into the depths with her and suf- 
fered, and up to the heights with her and 
rejoiced.”’ 

“And Du Barry?” . 

“I have been Du Barry for a year. I 
have worn the sort of clothes she wore— 
not for effect, but because I've studied her 
and pitied her, admired her and imitated 
her for so long that I actually find myself 
having the same tastes in all the little de- 
talls that make up a woman's life. 

“IT have lost myself in the part of Du 
Parry. From the time I go on in the mil- 
liner sheop—how d'you like that milliner 
shop?” 

“Almost as much as Du Barry did.” 

“Good. Aren't the hats pretty?’’ 


“How about you, isn't it pretty hard woo- 
ing sleep after the nervous strain of Du 
Barry ?’’ 

Mrs. Carter threw out her arms, threw 
back her head and invited me to look at 
her. 

“Tell me, do I look like a nervous wreck?’’ 

She was the embodiment of health and 
vitality. 

“Somewhere I read that ‘Mrs. Leslie Car- 
ter js a complete wreck after each perform- 
ance of Du Barry.’ Do you want to know 
the truth? Mrs. Leslie Carter fs ready to 
begin all over again, at the close of each 
performance. Indeed, she would like con- 
tinuous performances of Du Barry, and 
never be Leslie Carter, which means a 
woman who rests—except when she's Zaza. 
Now, which do you like the best?’’ 

“Du Barry. The play's greater.” 

“But the women—their characters?” 

“Why. I didn't know they had any.”’ 

Mrs. Carter sat bolt upright and defended 
her heroines. 

“I wonder,’ she said, impatiently, ‘“‘why 
people always look over their heads for 
morals, instead of under their feet, where 
they are. I wonder why they see goodness 
along only one line and refuse to call it 
goodness if it follows any other. Du Barry 
was an unfortunate, but she was good. 
Her parents were of the sort that form the 
dregs of Paris—what could be expected of 
her? 

“Yet she rose to be more than Queen of 
France, and, with all her low-born heritage, 
she blushed to be the courtesan of a king, 
as women with blue blood had failed to 
do before her. Do repentance and charity 
and atonement and good works count for 
nothing? 

“Du Barry was not bad. Carlyle black- 
ened her, but what woman escaped _ the 
scourge of his whip? 

“Guy de Maupassant gives us the true 
Du Barry and her memoirs speak for them- 
selves.

“But that isn’t the worst of it. Twenty- 
two times my own throat has been cut by 
the knife of the gullloine. It's a most un- 
happy ~vay to die. I have always waked 
up directly after, but it makes a very bad 
dream. I believe I play the part:a good 
deal harder in my sleep than on the atage.”’ 

“Then your nerves are not strung on cast 
fron, they really are affected by the play?” 

“O, I haven't said it doesn’t affect my 
nerves. But it docen’t make a physical 
wreck of me. I’ve been urging Wednesday 
matinees, but Mr. Belasco wouldn't have it. 
He doesn’t know what I can stand, but I 
do, and I know why. 


“When I'm not working I’m resting. The 
stage is my whole life. It’s all I have and 
all I want. I have no fads, no friends. 
There is no time to cultivate either. You 
have no idea how isolated from everything 
my life ‘s. Why. I don’t even know the 
current fashion. I dress so much at the 
theater I'm glad to cling to these negligees 
when I'm home. 


“For my part I hope there won't be a 
moment's interim between acting and dy- 
ing. That eomething within me which 
pushes me on and makes me act would burn 
me up if I should stop.”’ 

Mrs. Carter leaned against a mantel, 
and the folds of the yellow gown leaned 
with her. It may have been art or it may 
have been nature, but either way it sounded 
well, and withou: the limelight and with- 
out the makeup she was winsome enough 
to tempt a King of France.

Ky. Dec. 35, 108. His parents removed to 
Jefferson Township, Wayne County, Indl- 
ana, in 1°16, the year that Indiana was ad- 
mitted as a state into the Union. and that 
township has been his home ever since.

Mrs. Brown, who was Miss Margaret 
Lurns, was born near Waynesville, O, July 
lj, 1811. Her parents also came to Indiana 
in 1816 and. settled near the cabin of the 
Browns in the eastern part of this town- 
ship. These two children were the only 
white babies known in a wide stretch of 
country, and they attracted atfenticn when- 
thev appeared at pioneer festivities. 
From the first occasion of their mseting 
they manifested the greatest preference 
for each other's society. In those days 
there was but little society in the back- 
woods, and the number of young people w 
very small. Apperentiy there was nothing 
to interrupt the association of young Elisha 
Frown and Miss Burns, and their subse- 
quent wedding in 18% was accepted aa t 
natural sequence of the circumstances un- 
der which they had passed their livee in the 
wilderness,

Mr. and Mrs. Brown started housekeeping 
in a most primitive log hut. There was no 
windo 7 to the single room, and the one door 
had wooden hinges and a wooden latch, 
which was lifted with a thong cut from a 
deerskin. The chimney was stick and clay, 
and Mrs. Brown says there were but few 
days when it didn't smoke more at the bot- 
tom than at the top. There were no cook- 
ing ctoves in those days, and all the cook- 
ing was done over the fire in the open fire- 
piace. At first there was not even a crane 
in the chimney upon which pots were to be 
suspended on chains, but later that innova- 
tion was added. The roof of the cabin was 
of clapboards, and they were held in pos!i- 
tion by weight poles. The floor was clay 
hammered smooth and hard and kept clean 
by sweeping with hickory-withe brooms. 
There were a few chairs, a ro table, 
some treasured blue china yet In the fami- 
ly, a bed formed of poles secured to the 
side cf the cabin, some pewter ware, health,

were no roads through the green woods, 
and the government had its mail carried 
on norseback through the backwoods set- 
tlements. It cost D cents to send a letter, 
and newspapers were not received in that 
way in this far western country. There 
were no railroads anywhere near this part 
of Indiana. 

Absolutely all the supplies were carried on 
horseback. The nearest grist mill was #@ 
miles away, and the grain was carried on 
a horse’s back. The journey there and back 
usually took a week. Indians came occa- 
sionally. but they were friendly. They 
were only the ones who longed to see their 
old home once mere, and endured @ jour- 
ney on foot through the wilderness that 
they might revisit the scene of their early 
life. 

Probably no two persons have ever lived 
who were more closely arsoctated together 
through all their lives than Mr. and Mra. 
Brown. From the time of their first meet- . 
ing as children it is sald that they bave neve 
er been absent from each other as much as 
a week at a time. Their devotion to one 
another in their old age is beautiful to see, 
and tt ts the wieh of all who know them 
that when the final summons come both 
will hear the call and obey together. }

But it is A. M. Strong, a character in real 
life, who comes back to St. Louis, after 18 
months away in the South seas, singing 
himself for eeca ditty: 


Forty-two nights on a bale of hay, 
Ho, ho, ho, for a jolly bum. 


A. M. Strong has been abroad again. This 
time he has traveled a little matter of 25,- 
000 miles on a $8 start, and has incidentally 
served a while with the British army in 
South Africa, but he is all right. Tourist 
Strong is not the sort of person that grts 
shot by Boers, run over by trains, sucked 
down by sinking ships or put out by fever. 
He thas been on a hospital corps, but never 
on a hospital cot. 

On his last ng abroad Tourist Strong 
took passage oh the British steamer Mon- 
arch out of New Orleans for Durban, Natal. 
On the same ship there happened to be 1000 
horses going to the British army in the 
Transvaal. Almost any other tourist would 
have complained about this state of affairs, 
but not so Mr. Strong. There was no state- 
room for him, and he was compelled to re- 
main below with the horses. Ordinary sea 
voyagers would have found this maddening, 
but it mattered nothing to Strong. He had 
horse sense. He got him a bale of hay and 
made his bunk upon it by night, and during 
the day he drew 35 cents for the humane 
work of seeing that the horses immediately 
around 4@id not die of starvation or thirst 
or kick each other into the sea. The food 
was very c.arse and peor, but Strong as- 
serted his ordinary uncomplaint. What the 
food was mattered nothing in a place where 
a voyager could look outdoors almost any 
place and see such espectacular scenery as 
the whole sky, the heaving sea, the place 
where Columbus discovered America, the 
isie where Napoleon died, sharks’ whales, 
waterspouts and the Spanish main not one 
whit different than it was when the gallceons 
ef Pizarro went staggering and creaking 
across with their treasure of golden loot. 

It would be a mistake to call Strong a 
tramp. As well might Isaac Newton be 
chilled a loiterer or the good Pere Marquette 
a vagrant with no permanent place of 
abode. To be sure Strong has thumped 
out his many thousands of miles in a box 
car, and has slept with no other protection 
than the sable curtain of night around him, 
but he is not a tramp. Tramps travel a 
country to work it; Strong goes merely to 
eee it. Tramps beat their way for sheer 
sake of beating; Strong does it because it 
enables him to travel when otherwise he 
would remain at home perforce and deny 
himself that educative polish which can 
only e@pme of much brushing around the 
world.

The advertisement had been placed by a 
Mr. Schwartz. I hunted him up to get in- 
formation. I found Mr. Schwartz a diplo- 
mat. He was not running an information 
bureau. He was simply hiring men. He 
knew nothing about life on a horse boat, 
and took pains to see that I knew less. His 
reluctance to tell anything convinced me 
there was somettiing about it too good to 
be bruited about, so I put my name on the 
list. Twe weeks later I went down the 
river to where the Monarch, Capt, Morgan, 
was loading horses for South Africa. She 
took on 1000 horses and 100 hostlers to take 
care of them. The next morning she dropped 
down the river and, before dark, the Mon- 
arch was on blue water. 

The trip across the Atlantic is not a par- 
ticularly pleasant memory. The food was 
bad. There were no beds for the men. We 
had to sleep wherever we could curl up, 
and before the trip ended some of us had 
learned to sleep standing up like a horse. 
But the weather was fine all the way, and 
42 nights at se@ on a bale of hay was not

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There was always more or less excite- 
ment aboard. Mutinles were common, and 
it was nothing unusual to see four or five 
of the ringleaders handcuffed to the bridge 
railings while ‘“‘the old man” read to them 
the articles of their service contracts or ex- 
pounded for their edificativum the mysteries 
of maritime law.

For more than a week an old gray 
geant of the Dublin Fusileers drilled 
Yankees, and then we set off for the front. 
At the last pinch I failed because of my 
eyes, which are not strong, and was sent 
to the hospital corps, the other boys going 
to Kitchener for scout duty. There were 
93 of them. and they were as good fighting 
men as eve: wore khaki, even though they 
did bring over 1000 horses. 

When the Duke of Cornwall and 
made his visit to Africa, he asked 
Kitchener: 

“Who make your hot fighting men in this 
war’? 

‘The Yankees, your grace,”’ replied the 
commander-in-chief. “They are more 
adaptable. They never seem at a loss what 
to do. and can be depended upon to look 
out for themselves. Nearly all are fine 
riders and good shots. They are the best 
of scouts and, against this enemy, 
kind of men we need.” 

On the first day of March | was 
with about 23 others, to No. 14 Genera!

For any one else the fare was oft- 
en so bad that it was unfit for use. Half- 
starved cattle from the sandy veldt, sheep 
S0 poor that not one in a dozen wceuld dress 
15 pounds, and the cullings of the vegeta- 
bles from the patients’ cook house, often 
half rotten and never good; this, helped out 
by stale bread and weak tea, made the reg- 
ular fare for the orderlies. No butter, in 
fact. no anything else unless one bought it 
himself, was to be had. This awful fare, 
coupled with the exposure, had its effect, 
and it was no unusual thing for half of the 
the hospital to be on sick re- 
port; often really sick, but In many cases 
shamming to get the benefits of the better 
fare always given the patients.

There was ‘recreation’ there for every- 
bedy. For the patients there was the big 
recreation hall with its billiard table, chess, 
checker and card tables, and a very well- 
equipped stage. A good plano and a fine 
organ were there, and many of the of- 
ficers and ‘‘non-coms” had musical instru- 
ments of their own. A condition of the per- 
mit given theatrical and concert com- 
panies, traveling in Natal and the Trans- 
vaal, was that, at jJeast, one performance be 
piven at each genera! hospital on the route 
and. on that little stage at Newcastle, !

For the hospital staff there was polo, 
cricket, football and horse racing.

Kipling’s little filng at 
the English army in ‘‘The Islanders” is not 
far from the truth, despite the frantic ef- 
forts of the rank and file to give it the lie. 


Beside the equipment for the sports [, 
have mentioned, the hospital authorities’ 
fitted up two Splendid tennis courts fen 
the nurses, ‘and almost any’ hour of any 
pleasant day they were in use. The com- 
missioned staff of No. 14 General Hospital 
was Col. O. Todd, commanding: Maj. Ecke- 
ersiy, surgical division; Maj. Culling, mede- 
ical division; Lieut. Parry, orderly medical 
officer, and Lieut. Nolan, quartermaster, 
all of the-royal army medical corps. The 
non-commissioned ataff comprised 16 ser- 
geants, two of them sergeant-majors, and 
2% corporals. There were from 30 to 300 
orderlies (privates) about equally divided 
between the R. A. M. C. (regular) and the 
imperial hospital corps (colonial). There 
was, in addition, a corps of 3% trained 
nurses from the best hospitals In England 
and Australia. They were splendid women, 
all of them, and, by their ability and eare- 
ful nursing, saved many of England’s song 
from a grave in far-away Africa. 


When my term of enlistment expired, I 
was sent back to Petermaritzburg for dis. 
charge and provided with free transporta— 
tion to my home in the United States and a 
ifttle money to meet necessary expenses on 
the \ way.

HE richest community of negroes in 
g2 the United States Hves in Indian 
Territory. There are 7000 of. them, 
and they are worth on an average of $3000 
each. The wealth of the more industrious 
foots up even higher, certain individuals 
being the ownens of from $10,000 to $15,000 
worth ef land. 
These negroes are descendants of slaves 
of the Creek tribe of Indians, and are 
known as Creek negroes. They are entftled 
to share in the division of Creek Indian 
lands, also part of the trust funds. To- 
gether, the 7000 negroas own 22,000,000 acres 
of land. And yet their social environments 
are crude in the extreme and progress 
goes slowly aniid their huts and fields. 
Unlike other Indians of the rich Five 
Civilized Tribes, the Creeks insisted upon 
freeing their slaves in 1864, in order to give 
them an equal share in their lands and 
money. At that time there were but few 
slaves, but the number grew through de- 
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TORY HAS THE RICHEST NEGROES 


scendants until 7000 have laid successful 
claim to a ‘“‘headright’’ on the Creek rolis 
of citigenship. They have their own repre- 
sentatives in the Creek Indian Legisla- 
ture, their own schools and their own 
churches. 

The Creek negroes have never progressed 
above their fathers, who were slaves, ex- 
cept that they are well enough educated to 
care for their lands and money, without 
being cheated out of a goodly portion of It. 
They have a social set all their own, to 
which not even the Indians are inyited. 
Their characteristics are in a great meas- 
ure vastly different from the negro of the 
South or the negro of the North. It is a 
mixture of both. 

Like the Indian, these negroes have their 
dances in the open, which have come to be 
a sort of religion with them. And follow- 
ing in the footsteps of the southern negro 
they have barbecues, ‘possum hunts and 
the like. As a northern type of the negro

M many hats should a woman have 

for the spring and summer season 

in order to be suitably dressed so far as 
hats go on any occasion? 

MME. WALLMAN.—Do you refer to a 
fashionable woman who wil! attend many 
functions during the two seasons, or to 
just an every-day woman who wishes to 
“n presentable at the least necessary out- 
ay’ 

MRS, AYER.—Women readers of the Sun- 
“ay Post-Dispatch are of every socia! class. 
I should -ike you to answer this question 
for the several women—the conservative 
follower at a certain distance of Dame 
FPashion--the little mother who must be 
very careful of dollars and cents. and the 
buginese woman whose hats must not only 
be becoming and suitable, but must possess 
wearing qualities not genera!ly to be fourd 
in fashionable millinery. 

MME. WALLMAN.—The smart woman re 
quires at the least, I should say, half a 
dozen hats. She can conveniently employ 
a dozen. Many fashionable women carry 
20 chapeaux with them to Newport or oth- 
er fashionable summer places, but of course 
more than half a score in such a case would 
be light, fluffy, delicate hate, not servic- 
able and never too elaborate or costly. 

A summer hat is really in better style 
if it gives the appearance of absolute fresh- 
ness, daintiness and simplicity. It should 
never be worn after it looks the leaet bit 
soiled or shows signs of usage. ) 
MRB. AYER.—Suppose @ smart woman 
has $100 to invest in summer millinery, 
would that be enough to turn her out well? 
MME. WALLMAN.—It would be ample. 
There is no limit to the money a woman 
can put into hats, but I do not think the 
best-dressed women, by any means, are 
those that wear the most expensive hats, 
although perhaps it is not very polito for 
me to say so. 

With $100 to invest I would suggest first 
an English walking hat for traveling and 
city wear with tailor gowns. It should 
cost no more than $10 or $12. For example, 
a turban of Tuscan braid with black Mer- 
cury wings, or a London round hat of white 
linen braid, trimmed perhaps with rosettes 
of ecrue batiste ornamented with tiny black 
velvet buttons as center. Buttons, you 
know, are a craze in millinery just now. 
There are innumerable walking hats to 
choose from. 

Then she should have four hats suitable 
for afternoon wear. The turbans, composed 
entirely of moss follage and tiny outtons 
rosebuds, are very fetching; they ccst 
from $15 to $25 each.

Of course, a woman can look very wel!

The girl conductor was not the outcome 
of a strike. The fare collectors they dis- 
placed were the little glass boxes, hung up 
at each end of the car, bearing the invita- 
tion, in brass letters: ‘‘Please place your 
fare tn this box. Fare, 6 cents.” 


Some passengers heeded this invitation; 
some were too busy or absent-minded, while 
others thought that if the company wanted 
their fare they couki ask for it. In the 
meantime, the motorman, who was sup- 
posed to look after the fares, had troubles 
of his own secing that his car did not run 
into reckless drivers and stray babies. 


The directors were aware that the loss 
im uncollected fares was considerable, but 
to put on men conductors would have re- 
quired more than the tota) receipts to pay 
their salaries. Boys were turned down as 
an uncertain quantity. Finally, the presi- 
Gent of the road, who owns a large dry 
goods store employing numerous lady 
clerks, suggested that girl conductors be
